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RUSSIA BLUFFING. 

Washington dispatches say that Russia resents 
the passage by the House of the Sulzer resolu- 
tion demanding the abrogation of the treaty of 
1832 on account of discrimination against Jewish 
citizens. She threatens that in the event of its 
passage by the Senate she will break off all 
relations with the United States. 

It is evident that Russia is taking the of- 
fensive to avoid the embarrassment of being 
placed on the defensive. The recitals in the 
Sulzer resolution embodied undoubted truth, al- 
though its language might well be modified in 
deference to Russia’s feelings. 

Hostilties from the affair need not be feared. 
That something has been accomplished in mak- 
ing her understand that this country means 
business is evidenced by her bluff. No adjust- 
ment should be made that will give opportunity 
ior further shiftiness and discrimination against 
American citizens.

NEW FEDERAL COURTS. 

We have now special Federal courts to inter- 
pret tariff law and railroad law and to pass on 
claims. It is insisted that we must have more 
special courts for pension laws, for land laws, for 
patent laws, and G. W. Perkins will never be sat- 
isfied until we have a special court to interpret 
the Sherman law. 

Every time a new Federal act is passed in the 
future, will it become necessary to create a new 
court of special jurisdiction to interpret it? But 
even that does not justify creating new courts to 
pass on old laws whose phraseology has been re- 
peatedly construed and whose principle is firmly 
established. 

If criminal exponents of Big Business are en- 
titled to have their crimes dealt with by special 
tribunals, then embezzling paymasters, thieving 
postal employes, counterfeiters, violators of the 
revenue statutes may validly insist on having 
each of their several classifications of offenses 
dealt with by special tribunals as well, with 
the privilege of seeking judicial instructions on’ 
how to get the goods without violating the law.

ROOSEVELT IN 1912 OR IN 19167 
Among the pyblic statements of extreme sig- 


nificance and interest, made during the meeting 
of the Republican Nationa] Committee at Wash- 
ington, was the following from ex-Congressman 
W. L. Ward, committeeman from New York: 


* * * There is a demand’ for the nomina- 


tion of Mr. Roosevelt. This has been grow- 
ing since the latter’s candid expression in 
the Outlook on the trust and business prob- 
lems confronting the country. I find from 
talking with national committeemen from 
other states that the same conditions pre- 
vail among them, 

That “candid expression” in the Outlook is 
serving the precise purpose which Mr. Roosevelt 
designed it should serve and which the Post-Dis- 
patch, at the time of its publication, said it would 
serve. It left him free to deprecate efforts on 
the part of his personal following to bring about 
his nomination, and at the same time ¢alled at- 
tention to his availability as the single link by 
which those two elements, apparently in conflict 
in the party, the progressives on the one hand 
and “the interests” on the other, could be united 
in a powerful bund on the common ground of 
their joint hostility to Mr. Taft. 

No date in our time can be recalled when. Re- 
publican party conditions were as chaotic and 
ominous. It may be the Roosevelt plan to seize 
the nomination in 1912. Or it may be his plan 
to contrive for Mr. Taft’s‘ defeat next year and 
seize the nomination in 1916. 

The former plan has dangers and would clothe 
Mr. Taft in martyrdom through disloyalty, but the 
latter plan involves four years of tedious delay. 
Can the eagerness for power, the itching to med- 
dle, the hankering to pose as savio: of party and 
country be restrained so long? What is more 
practical, can the imperiled and alarmed “in- 
terests” wait so long?

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GREATNESS AND THE FAMILY. 

When Mrs. William Howard Taft and other 
ladies of distinction prepare lists of the sreatest 
women in the world, they are remarkable, in 
many ways, but most remarkable in the «iuesiion 
they leave unanswered of what makes a woman 
great. 

In power to use the mind rationally and vcom- 
prehensively, Madame de Stac! has »52en turpassed 
by few men, and perhaps by no other woman in 
history. Madame Roland may have had intellec- 
tual grasp not inferior to that of Madame de 
Stael, but she left less written evidence on which 
the present can judge. Hannah More had both in- 
tellect and moral influence so great. that the 
“modern woman’s movement” dates to her and 
not back of her. In influence, she surpassed 
Madame de Stael, as she did Mary Fairfax Som- 
erville, who in the use of the scientific faculty 
had a mind of the highest order. 

As these and other women of the highest intel- 
lectual rank are included in none of the published 
lists of the recent past, they still illustrate the 
character of the lists in one most important re- 
spect. Almost without exception they are as far 
outside the successful family as men are who be- 
come types of the highest intellectual results. 
When it is said that the “type does not reproduce 
itself,” it is intended to apply to the type pro- 
duced by the highest mental] activity. Otherwise 
it does not apply. Abigail Adams, for example, 
who is not at present being considered at all 
among the great women of America. or the world, 
was so successful as a wife and mother that she 
may be charged with making her husband and 
her son both, presidents of the United States. She 
was distinctively a “family woman.” It seems from 
the lists of American favorites that great women 
are not “family women.” But that opinion is not 
conclusive. 
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“Sherwood Service Pension Bill” is its parlia- 
mentary name, but “Bill for the Benefit of the 
25,000 Pension Attorneys of the United States” 
would conceal less of the truth about it. 
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PATENTS AND TRUSTS. 

Attorney-General “Wickersham may succeed in 
proving that the United Shoe Machinery corpora- 
tion and its subsidiary have smashed the Sherman 
law by controlling 98 per cent of the shoe ma- 
chinery business of the United States. And he 
may attain results more far-reaching in this case 
than in the dissolution of the Standard Oil Co. or 
the Tobacco Trust. 

The United Shoe Machinery Co. was organized 
in 1899, with $25,000,000 authorized capital, of 
which nearly $21,000,000 has been issued. Its an- 
nual] profits exceed $5,000,000. It has paid divi- 
dends of more than $18,000,000. Its surplus prac- 
tically equals its total dividends paid. 

The United Shoe Machinery corporation was or- 
ganized in 1905, with an authorized capital of 
$50,000,000, of which it has issued more than $34,- 
000,000. It controls the United Shoe Machinery 
Co. Its surplus exceeds $6,000,000. Its preferred 
stock earns 6 per cent snnually, and its common 
stock 31% per cent quarterly. It has paid, during 
its brief existence, stock dividends of about $7,- 
000,000, and one extra cash dividend of 2 per cent. 

Taking dividends and surplus’ together, the 
United Shoe Machinery corporation and its sub- 
ordinates have produced money profits not far 
from $60,000,000. They have been enabled to ac- 
cumulate this money and. securities of a value 
great enough to bring the total to approximately 


$100,000,000 by virtue of ownership of patent 


rights, which are listed among its assets at a 


valuation of $400,000. 


The principle that the owners of a patent 
should be entitled to a just and reasonable profit 
upon their patented device or process is generally 
accepted as right and proper. The practice of 
patent law has been to confer a monopoly, limited 
only as to time. And in more than one instance 
a patent monopoly has been contrary to public 
interest. 

If Mr. Wickersham’s suit against tne Shoe Ma- 
cuinery Trust results in a revision of patent laws 
ii will be a valuable thing to the public.

“Don’t be a stranger” is an invitation the giving 
of which most men have regretted, when some 
casual acquaintance, thus made welcome to one’s 
home, has become a pest, ‘a perpetual guest, eat- 
ing, drinking, smoking, and virtually constituting 
himself a member of the household. 

John Dolan was tried in a Denver court for 
breaking into the house of Harry Patten. In de- 
fense he pleaded old acquaintance, and argued 
that he would never, never have brokén into the 
Patten kitchen, had Mrs. Patten herself, after en- 
tertaining him at dinner the night before, not 
said, as he left the house, “Any time you feel 
hungry, don’t forget my. kitchen.” 

And the Denver court found him “Not guilty.” 

Should this precedent be followed generally, the 
errors that thereby will “rush into the state” 
are appalling to imagine.

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CONCERNING WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE. 
BY CLARK McADAMS, 

Everybody is confessing. The McNamaras have 
confessed. President Taft has confessed. So I 
will confess. I will confess that I do not know 
any reason why women should not vote, and I 
don’t believe anybody does. To be sure, the 
women’s own reason why they should vote—that 
is, because—is not a very good reason; but it has 
served the necessities of women in everything 
else, and I am, I hope, too much of a gentleman 
te look at it too hard. I think this has always 
been the attitude of men, and that where it does 
not remain so the women have themselves been 
to blame for having made, as Socrates would have 
said, the better part appear the worse, I know 
that I some time ago had for as much as a week 
an acute lapse in which I had almost a passion 
for unequal ‘suffrage. This was because, having 
attended a suffrage meeting, I got in the range 
of a kind of battery of women orators which 
first raised the hairs of my head and then shot 
them off one’ by one with something akin to 
fiendish glee. 

Oratory of any kind is dangerous. We are 
told that it caused the fall of Rome, and we 
know it has prevented the rise of Ireland; but 
ordinary oratory is insulated and as harmless as 
a clothesline compared to female oratory, and we 
can very well understand the elder Cato, himself 
a hardened orator, warning the empire against 
the day when women: should declaim in the Ro- 
man Senate. Roscoe Conkling called oratory the 
art of breathing words. With a woman orator, 
I have observed, breath becomes powder, and 
words ball. There were words passing over my 
head at that meeting which produced the sinister 
whistling sound I have heard described by old 
soldiers. But that does not constitute a reason 
why women should not vote. It is only the more 
reason why they should. If they could vote, ora- 
tory would decline among them as it has among 
the men, and equality of the sexes would not 
then be, as it is now, a kind of a man hunt. 

It is claimed that voting is an intellectual 
feat of which the women are incapable. I 
can’t see it. All that the men do intellectually 
is not to pay any attention to who are running 
or what their qualifications are, go into a vot- 
ing booth on election day with a ticket re- 
sembling in its absurd immensity a score board 
at a golf tournament, and carefully vote against 
people they imagine they are voting for. Now a 
woman could do that, but she probably wouldn't, 
A woman is more @iscriminating than a man is. 
We like to say that she has made a great mess 
of the servant problem, but she is at any rate re- 
quiring references, and that is more than the men 
are doing with the public servant problem. Vot- 
ing is not a very great intellectual task 
in any other respect, though there are some 
other things the men do that might be > 











men-= 
tioned. For instance, a.man usually doesn’t know 
where the polling place is, and goes around where 
he voted last time; but probably with the great 
increase in the number of people looking: for it 
around the neighborhood, it would be even easier 
to find, and the women might find it first for not 
having had to look in so many saloons. 

After the matter of comparative intellect there 
is but one other consideration, I believe,: that en- 
ters into the issue at all, and that is the claim that 
women ought to be too busy raising their own 
children or else interfering with the raising of 
their grandchildren to have any time for politics; 
but now that we have developed the _ self- 
raising child to its present high state of effi- 
ciency and don’t want grandma to teach the 
children what people believed 50 years ago any- 
way, I think equal suffrage has crossed the do- 
mestic Rubicon, so to speak, and burned all its 
bridges behind it. Certeinly neither the self-rais- 
ing child nor the denurserized grandmother will 


‘wank to go back, and without them the woman 


could not return if she would. 

You know the differemce between a suffragist 
and a suffragette is that a suffragette has been 
in jail. I think one of the reasons why equal 
suffrage has not spread over this country ,as 
rapidly as fuzzy hats did is that we don’t put 
the women in jail, We have never yet thought 
of them in this country as in any way opposed 
to us in the scheme of creation, and while Europe 
laughs at us for being run by our women and 
a woman ndw and then shoots her husband. without 
any other consequence than the end of the hus- 
band, I don’t believe we are ever going to regret 
our altogether original view of the interdepend- 
ence of the sexes. 

An entirely new idea as to the practical possi- 
bilities of équal suffrage was developed the other 
day out at Los Angeles. There was a Socialist 
running out there for Mayor, and the women 
beat him about 35,000 votes. The specter of 
Socialism continually stalking about in this 
country was just beginning to become disquiet- 
ing, and it had not occurred to us what might be 
gone about it until we got the returns from Los 
Angeles. That one incident has ironed corruga- 
tions out of the highe? brows of this country that 
a flea couldn’t have jumped out of. The women 
are against it! The somewhat hastily thought 
out scheme of dividing everything doesn’t appeal 
te the women as having anything in it. A wéman, 
in truth, doesn’t want to divide. It is not in her 
nature. Mr. Rockefeller gives us universities, 
Mr. Carnegie gives us libraries. and Hetty Green 
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give us advice. 
who ever tried to divide his income with his wife 
will laugh to think of what the Socialists are go- 
ing to experience when they get woman suffrage 
on their hands and try to reconcile it to some sort 
of a general redistribution. 

Suffrage has been. granted up to this time 
in only those of our states in which the men 
still outnumber the women. 
cident ought to end that distrust. The first thing 
we know we shall need the level-headedness of 
the woman, and her freedom from all sorts of 
long-haired and big-whiskered politics to save us, 
Let us be careful lest by that time we have made 
her so mad with waiting that she will not vote 
by request. What do you suppose Los Angeles 
would take for her conservative female balance 
of power? Why, the Bank of England couldn't 
buy it. 

The average man votes as his father did. Now 
and then there is an independent like the Irish- 
man in the last presidential campaign who said 
he was going to vote for Taft because he could 
vote for Bryan any old time, but men are in the 
main Democrats or Republicans by heredity. 
Whatever shortcomings the women may have as 
voters, they will be superior to the men in this, 
that they will not vote as their mothers did, 


anyway. 
There is, though, in closing, one thing of which 


I want to warn the women, and that is not to) 


expect too much of voting. While an undeniable 
privilege, it is a doubtful pleasure; and though 
sometimes a means, it is oftener:an obstacle be- 
cause so many people of opposing convictions 


also enjoy it.

Louis terminal yards with smoke con- 
sumers. The same type of appliance 
is used as that approved for use on 
engines of the various railroads of 
Chicago, the cost of which is $40 
er engine, 

Smoke inspectors have also been 
employed by the company. Their du- 
ties are to see the smoke consumers 
are kept in operation and the amount 
of smoke minimized. The company 
has also purchased a large number of 
copies of a manual of instructions on 
combustion prepared by an authority 
on the subject, and these are placed 
in the hands of the engineers and 
“semen, who are taking a great in- 
terest in the warfare on smoke and 
lending their co-operation.

DES MOINES, Ia., Dec. 16—Because 
the jury which heard the evidence 
against’ him returned two _ verdicts 
against Harry D. Kelly, on trial for 


.j} murder instead of one he may go en- 


tirely free. 

The trial of this young doctor, charged 
with a double murder,-that awakened 
keen psychological interest has now de- 
veloped into one of the most unusual 
legal propositions gyer confronted in 
lowa, : ; 

The jury returned a verdict of “gullty 
of manslaughter” and signed another 
verdict declaring “he was insane at 
the time the crime was committed.” Im- 
mediately Kelly’s counsel, John T. 
Mulvaney, demanded judgment of the 
court on the insanity verdict, which 
would mean the liberation of his client 
for the Iowa statute provides that if a 
man is insane at the time he takes hu- 
man life he is not gullty of murder. 


{Accordingly the verdict of manslaughter, 


it is urged, is inconsistent with the 
jury’s finding that Kelly was insane 
when he shot Deputy Sheriff Clarence 
Woodman of Council Bluffs and Ed 
Starzinger of Des Moines. 


Not an Asyinum Subject. 

The defense will put emphasis on the 
“Was” and will contend that Kelly Is 
not insane and aecordingly cannot be 
held by the State in an institution for 
insane. 

Kelly was tried, however, only on the 
charge of killing Starzinger and there 
yet hangs over his head an indictment 
for killing Woolman. Hence the State’s 
Attorney says that if the court rules 
as the defendant's lawyers demand, he 
will try Kelly immediately on the sec- 
ond charge. 

Should this result In an acquital, he 
will demand that Kelly be tried before 
the Insane Commission as to his present 
sanity. This falling, there is still a 
commitment over Kelly’s head remand- 
ing him to the State Inebriate Asylum, 
to which he was on his way when he 
shot the two men. So Kelly’s chances 
for immediate liberty are barred by 
many legal charges. 

The psychological interest may be 
judged from the fact that the hypothet- 
ical question propounded to the alien- 
ists on the stand consisted of 8000 words 
and was a complete synopsis of Harry 
Kelly’s lifé. Dr. Gershom Hill, allen- 
ist, stated after hearing this question 
propounded that he would believe the 
man in question to be insane. 


Believed Men Were Devils. 

Among other things it was disclosed 
that Kelly had become addicted to the 
use of liquor and also to morphine; that 
continuous use of this had created hal- 
lucinations of the sight and hearing 
and that he had fled from persons he 
imagined he heard running after him 
and had turned out the lights in his 
office when he paid his office boy, so 
that ghosts he imagined he saw 
could watch him’ count the money. 

It was further. asserted that when 
he shot the sleeping Deputy Sheriff; 
who was a personal friend and was 
accompanying him to the inebriate asy- 


tender who refused him a drink, his 
eyes were betraying him, and he be- 
lieved the men were black devils. | 

From the time when a woman jilt- 
ed him and he took his first drink, the 
defense traced his life fm a remark- 
able manner to prove the insanity at 
the time he did the shooting. They re- 
vealed his struggles to break off th 
liquor habit, his going to a cure Insti- 
tute and then returning to the habit, 
and how when friends urged him to 
leave liquor alone, he replied: 

“IT could quit the liquor. It’s some- 
thing worse than that I have to fight.” 
Body Offered ag Evidence, 

He meant morphine, and he. continued 
to use it until he had an army of 
enemies in the land of phantasmago- 
ria. Then the defense attempted to 
do an unprecedented thing. It offered 
the naked body of Kelly as an exhibit 
in the case, to show the jury the scars 
on his flesh from the morphine needle. 
The Judge refused to let them exhibit 
the defendant. Then they led up to the 
final scenes when Kelly in his ravings 
believed all the world against him and 
turned even on his aged father and 

brothers. 


Finally it was determined to put 
him in the care of the State. He 
agreed to gd to Knoxville for treat- 
ment, and pleaded guilty to the 
charge of inebrie:y. He was com- 
mitted to the asylum. He asked that 
Woolman, @ personal friend, be per- 
mitted to take him. His mother 
pleaded to have him with her a few 
hours, and she took him home till 
train time. His nerves were so shat- 
tered he could not get a spoonful of 
liquor to his lips, and his mother had 
to hold a bowl to his mouth thet he 
might drink. 

Stopped in a Hotel. 

The party stopped im Dag Moines, 
between trains. The deputy. sheriff, 
his friend, instead of putting him in 
the county or city jail during the 
night In Des Moines, took him to the 
Kirkwood Hotel. 

Awaking in the morning after a 
night of drinking, Kelly teok the 
deputy sheriffs revolver ané shot 
him in the neck ag he lay sleeping. 
Then, walking unmolested from the 
hotel, he went to a restaurant where 
he demanded a coin. Upon its being 
refused, he exacted it at the point of 
the pistsl. Then he visited a saloon, 
and den ed @ drinn, which the bar-

MONEY MARKET ACTIVE

NEW YORK. Dec. 16.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekly financial 
review, says: 

“The two events of significance in 
Wall street this week, have undoubtedly 
been the sudden outburst of optism over 
the steel trade outlook, and the Gov- 
ernment’s cotton estimate. Very great 
interest was bestowed on the first, and 
but little on the second; that was be- 
cause the one was not expected and the 
other was. 

“‘A 15,000,000 bale cotton forecast was 
quite in line with the trade predictions, 
whereas the form in which this week’s 
steel trade forecasts came, Was sucn as 
instantly to arrest the attention of the 
community. 

“There may be some legitimate ques- 
tion, however, as to which development 
will cut the more permanently cog bal 
ant and beneficial influence on the ec 
nomic situation. Both, however, are ot 
real economic significance. 

The Steel Trade Boom. 

“The prophecy of a steei-trade boom 
in 1912, ascribed to Mr. Frick, had to

Wall Street Shifts Accounts. 

The recent Stock Exchange settlement 
here has clearly demonstrated the great 
shifting of speculative Wall street ac- 
counts of London. The resultant bor- 
rowings probably equal your outstand- 
ing loans to Germany. 

Money is now fairly stringent here. 
Practically all maturing bills held by 
the Bank of England have been renewed 
into January, which means a partial re- 
served control by the bank during that 
month; and the impression grows that 
a moderately active demand for money 
will continue throughout the New Year. 

If the _ political horizon is clear, 
these demands will be connected with 
active trade, while if another politi- 
cal crisis occurs, there will be re- 
newed hoarding and caution. 

Considerable interest attaches to 
the payment by Paris on Dec. 30, of 
an installment of six millions ster- 
loan floated 
there during the summer. 

It is believed the proceeds will be 
largely transferred to London; part- 
ly in payment for battleships, and 
partly to enable Argentina to draw 


gold heavily from here. 


The new securities issued are ef- 
fectively checking Stock Exchange 
business here, for the underwriters 


are getting badly overloaded. On the 


recent Canadian Government loan of 
seven millions, underwriters had to 
take 89 per cent and out of the Bra- 


zilian Government loan for 2,500,000 
pounds sterling they were left with 
80 per cent.

FEDERAL FIGURES 


BREAK ALL COTTON 
RECORDS OF PAST 


1914.42 Estimate Indicates 
Commercial Crop 1,500,000 
Over That of 1908-09. 


The feature of the week in the cot- 
ton market wag the Government esti- 
mate of the crop for the season 1911- 
1912. The estimate of actual growth, 
in 500 pound bales, exclusive of lint- 
ers and repacks, is 14,885,000, This 
estimate has had no’ appreciable 
effect on the market. In spite of the 
idea held by some persons that the 
Government has rather  underesti- 
mated crops in the past, the estimates 
of the Census Bureau in the main 
have been remarkably accurate, it is 
conceded by others, and serve for fair 
comparisons. 

The present estimate is more than 
3,000,000 bales greater than an aver- 
age of estimates for the past six 
years, and indicates a commercial 
crop from 1,500,000 to 1,750,000 bales 
larger than the largest crop on rec- 
ord, that of 1908-1909, which totaled 
13, 817 000 bales. The present crop is 
considered ample for the needs of 
spinners for this season, but an inter- 
esting comparison can be made of 
conditions existing during the mar- 
keting of this and the former big 
crop to gain an idea of the possible 
effect on prices. On Aug. 31, 1908, the 
visible supply of American cotton was 
969,000 bales. To Dec. 1, that year, 
there had come into sight 6,634,000 


Y bales. The price of March cotton in 


New York at that time was around 
8.80c. On Aug. 381, 1921, the visible 
supply of American cotton was 782,- 
000. To Dec. 1, this year, there had 
come into sight 6,949,000 bales. The 
price of March cotton in New York 
was around 8.80c. 


American Cotton Supply. 


The total supply of American cot- 
ton to Dec. 1, 1908, was 7,603,000, 
The total supply of American cotton 
to Dec. 1, 1911, was 7,731,000. This 
comparison shows that on Dec. 1, this 
year, conditions as regards the sup- 
ply were not unlike those of 1908 
at the same time,,and the price of 
contracts was practically the same. 

In the season of 1908 spinners, stim- 
ulated to fresh effort by the prospects 
of a plentiful supply of cotton, did a 
splendid business and took more cotton 
than ever before in the history of cot- 
ton spinning, the total deliveries to all 
consuming markets being 13,270,000 bales. 
Prices during that season reached their 
lowest in December, and _ thereafter 
ruled steady, with a slightly rising ten- 
dency until March 6. August contracts 
in New York sold at an average price 
for the day of 9.37c. 

From that time on the market steadily 
advanced on good demand for actual 
cotton and reached the very highest 
point of the season on Aug. 31, 1909, 
with August selling at 12.50c in New 
ae and middling uplands quoted at 


Up to Dec. 1, 1911, there had gone out 
of sight 3,666,000 bales of American cot- 
ton, a rate of 1,222,000 bales per, month, 
a tremendous movement, especially 
when it is considered that the American 
mills have not taken their quota. 

Foreign Crops Are Short. 

It is well known that the Egyptian 
and Indian crops are short, and the lat- 
ter will have to take a good lot of 
American cotton to make up the de- 
ficiency. At the rate American cotton 
is now going out of sight, the year’s 
taking will be 14,664,000 bales. As the 
spindles of the world are constantly on 
the increase, it is not too much to ex- 
pect, say some experts, that the needs 
of spinners will have increased 10 per 
cent during the four years ending Aug. 
31, 1912. In this case an estimate that 
their needs will be about 14,600,000 bales 
is nearly mathematically correct. 

The effect that this constant demand 
for the actual cotton will have on the 
market is considered plain, and constant 
demand is expected, as never before has 
there been such a tremendous selling for 
forward delivery by foreign spinners. 

American spinners are not inclined to 
be cheerful, but it is noted that the’ ex- 
ports of American-made cotton goods of 
all kinds for the 10 months ending Oct. 
31, 1911, were 25 per cent greater than 
for the corresponding period last year. 

Considering the present price of raw 
cotton compared with the high price of 
last year, and the export figures given 
above, the impression is gained that 
conditions are improving for the Amer- 
ican mills. 

In the spot markets conditions are 
practically the same ag last week, the 
trade seeking on grades and the su 
ply affording only low grades. If mil 4 
not already supplied with better grades 
have finally to use the lower grades, as 
is considered likely, the demand is ex- 
petced to improve in all quarters. 

Receipts continue in fair volume. De- 
mand is about sufficient to prevént too 
great an accumulation at any one point. 

The greatest holding movement is on 
the farms and in the small towns.

MAKES TOP PRICE 
REGORD FOR YEAR 


Market Shrinks Slightly on All 
Other Grades Under Liberal 
Run Pressure. 





Receipts National Stock Yards.

Receipts of cattle for the past week 
have been liberal for this season of the 
year and owing to the very light run of 
quarantine caitle the native supply was 


proportionally the most generous wé 
have had for some time. 

The beef steer trade embraced all the 
variance that could be crowded into a 
week’s trade. The season ils now on for 
the marketing of Christmas beeves and 
several large shipments of this grade 
cattle have arrived. The ckers need 
prime beef to supply the Christmas trade 
and prices are naturally higher and can- 
not be used as a criterion for the open 
market. The top for this grade beef 
was $9.35, the record for the year, and 
several loads cleared at $9. The trade 
on good to choice beef closed lic to 25c 
lower for the week, owing to heavy re- 
ceipts. The top for heavy weight good 
beeves was $8.40, with a range of $7 
to $ moving the bulk of this grade. The 
medium to good grades also suffered the 
decline and moved at a range of $5.75 
to $7, with the low spread down to $4.50. 

The trade on butcher cattle met with 
many reverses and the market has fa- 
vored the buyers at practically every 
session. The heifer showing was very 
liberal, and after the first day’s trade 
started on the downward path. The 
close stands a big quarter lower than a 
week ago. The top was $7.25 for odd 
head; however, some car lots sold at $7. 
the top for this year.. The bulk of the 
g00d grades moved at a range of $4.75 
to $5.75. 

Cows and Canners Lower. 

The cow market also suffered a loss 
and closed lic to 25c lower on all but 
the choice grades, which cleared on a 
steady basis. The top was $5.50 for sev- 
eral head, while the bulk moved at a 
range of $3.75 to $4.75. 

Canners and cutters started to repeat 
the declines of last week and generally 
succeeded. The close shows this grade 
selling 10c to 25c lower than the low 
time a week ago and very slow at the 
ioss. 

The trade on bulls continues active 
and steady. The top this week was $5.50 
for one bull that weighed 2140 pounds. 
ae bulk moved at a range of $3.80 to 


Trade on stockers and feeders shows 
no particular change as compared to last 
week. Feeders were in light offering 
and good demand. Stock cattle sold 
steady. 

The Southern receipts were very 
light and a to the midweek prac- 
tically nothing had arrived. in the 
way of good Oklahoma or Texas 
cattle. However, some arrived on 
Wednesday’s market and soldat $6, 
the top for the year on meal fed 
steers, The bulk of the supply was 
in thé canner class, arriving from 
Louisiana, Tennessee, Mississippi and 
Arkansas. Thé@ market opened gen- 
erally steady but by the close steers 
of any Kind at all were selling 10@ 
15¢ec lower. The common grade shows 
no particular change as compared to 
a week ago and prices for this class 
are comparatively the same. 


Fewer Hogs, Prices Same. 


The receipts of hogs fell off last 
week sharply from the past few 
weeks but are still running larger 
than usual at this time last year. The 
hogs still run rather light in weight 
and it is very hard to find a load 
that will average above 225 Ibs and 
as for 250-lb hogs they are almost a 
curiosity, they are so scarce. Pigs and 
lights under 160 lbs were very plen- 
tiful all week. 

There was very little change to the 
market during the week as the top 
ranged between $6.80@6.50. The range 
of prices was rather wide as the bulk 
sold at $5.60@6.10. Packers were slow 
buyers all week and contented them- 
selves with the plain light weight 
mixed hogs rather than come in com- 
petition with the shippers and butch- 
ers. 
The good hogs with a little weight 
to them went to the shippers and 
butchers at $6 and higher while the 

ackers purchased the mixed hogs at 

5.40@6. Best lights under 165 lbs 
sold at $5.35@6, fair to medium offerings 
$4.50@5.25, best pigs $4.85@65.50, fair light 
weights $4@4. 75. 

Sheep Strong at Close. 

The supply of sheep last week was 
somewhat larger than the previous week 
but still it was but a modern run. A 
large proportion of the arrivals were 
Westerns fed in Missouri. A fair pro- 
portion of the Western offerings were 
of good quality and fat. The native of- 
ferings were not 80 very good, as most 
of thern were not ag fat as they should 
have been. 

The best lambs sold at  §$5.75@6.25, 
which shows a slight gain over last 
week, while the fair to medium lambs 
sold at $6.60@6.10. Packers were slow 
45). Most of the lambs that sold above 
$6 were Westerns. Native lambs would 
have sold as high as the Westerns had 
they been as good. Yearlings sold at 
$5@5.35 as a rule, with a few that were 
not fat at $4.75@4.90.

DOWN IN THE ARGENTI

Wheat closed higher at the end of the 
week, after showing considerable ir- 
regularity in the early markets. 

The Argentine reports were @ con- 
trolling factor in the speculation, and 
were favorable one day and unfavor- 
able the riext. 

This was the case with the Canadian 
crop during the harvest period and be- 


fore. Black rust was killing the crop; 
frost damage reported; too much rain 
at harvest, and so on. As a final hurrah 
it Was reported 20,000,000 bu of grain was 
buried under the Canadian snows. 
But after all this unusual destruction 
and loss, the crop is such a record 
breaker that it is impossible to get re- 
ceipts in store at many minor markets, 
and all available storage room is at a 
premium. A car shortage is also re- 
ported in several sections. 
This probable will be the same answer 
to the Argentine “crop killers” within 
the next few weeks, for not three weeks 
ago the prediction was for a record- 
and the damage 
reports now are mostly on account of 
wet weather. Water, however, has sel- 
dom caused excessive loss in a crop 
yield. 
In corn sentiment also was bullish, 
the trade expecting a poor final crop 
report on condition by the Government 
tomorrow.

T will be a sad and tearful Christmas in this mining com- 
munity, where 56 widows, 184 fatherless children and a 
host of relatives mourn for the 80 miners who lost their 
lives a little more than a week ago through the explosion of 
dust in the Cross Mountain Mine.

among the little ones whose fathers have been laid to rest 
on Pleasant Hill following the explosion.

As but one small party of five men was rescued from the mine, ‘many 
tales of heroism have been buried with the fourscore dead. Nowhere is

As each cross entry was driven 
brattices were built at their mouths, 
with doors to admit air and miners -nd 
permit the passage of coal cars. Mules 
draw the coal cars from the rooms and 
cross entries to the main entry, through 
which the product is taken to the mine 
exit by electric motor cars. There was 
an electric light system covering the 
main and cross entries. Miners working 
in the rooms use Iittle cap lamps 
that burn lard oil. 

These rooms are just as high as the 
vein of coal, some of them six feet from 
floor to roof, some of less than 
three feet. The roof-is of slate and the 
floor of fine clay. Where the room is 
too shallow to let mule cars pass a run- 
way is scooped out of the fire clay just 
deep enough to prevent the mule’s back 
from being scraped by the slate roof. 
In many of the. rooms miners work iying

necting walls between the rooms have 
been cut out for the coal, the roof be- 
ing upheld with wooden props. 
Thousands of tons of earth, rock, slate

NO SOUND FROM EXPLOSION. 

Scearcely more than an hour after 
the 85 workers entered the mine on 
the “man trip,” riding tn the little 
coal cars eperated by motor, some 
men who happened to be in the woods 
near the air-shaft back in the valiey, 
suddenly observed that the _ fallen 
leaves and those still on the trees, 
were being blown about strangely. 
Then, an instant later, wooden props 
and beams shot out of the air-shaft, 
followed by puffs of black amoxe.

tinguished. Deadly gases’ issued 
from the entrance. Men employed 
at the tippling houses and the ma- 
chinery plant stood mute.

The big seven-foot fan in the mouth 
of an abandoned entry near the one 
now in use was bluwn out and wreckcd. 
The telephone system ivas put oui of 
commission. Access to the mine was 
impossible because of the poisonous 
gases. The men inside were entombed, 
many probably killed by the force of 
the explosion, others slowly suffocating, 
still others “probably lucky enough to 
find a pure-air pocket and swat rescue. 
WIVES AND CHILDREN GATHER.

“HELMET MEN” CALLED. 


Telegraphic calls for the ‘‘helmet men” 
were sent. A Government rescue car 
from one of the minés in Southern 
Kentucky was first to reach the scene 
late Sunday, and the next day came 
a second car, with the chief of the Bu- 
reau of Mines, Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, 
his principal assistant, Dr. J. J. Rut- 
ledge and a dozen other ‘‘helmet men’”’ 
aboard. Dr. Holmes, Dr. Rutledge and 
the miners whom they had trained to 
use the helmets and oxygen tanks lost 
no time in donning their heavy para- 
phernalia and entering the mine. Each 


apparatus, a heavy helmet similar to 
that of a deep-sea diver, and a tank 
filled with oxygen, which will keep a 
man alive for hours in the most deadly 
gases. 


The disaster is believed to have been 
caused by what is known as a dust ex- 
plosion. In some way the ‘coal ‘dust 
on the floors of the passages had be- 
come ignited. The belief is that they 
had not been sprinkled for several days. 
In its very dry condition it is highly 
combustable. Like the burning of a 
powder fuse, tne flames flashed along 
from entry to entry, enveloping the en- 
tire mine in a sudden flame, which left 
in its wake nothing but oxygenless 
gases, fatal to all life. The explosion 
blew out al] the brattices, so that the 
rescuers had first to build and réplace 
these stoppages before pure air could 
be ‘pumped into the fartheg recesses. 
More than a hundred brattices had to 
be put in before the heading of the 
ming was reached. Otherwise, pure air 
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could not have been fanned 
main passage. 

It was late Monday night when the 
first news of cheer reached the anxious 
watchers outside. The helmet men had 
discovered some living miners who were 
soon to be brought out. Every wife or 
hoped that her “man” 
would be among the rescued. Finally 
the little coal car train, drawn by a 
mule, emerged from the mine and the 
names of the rescued were announced. 
There were only five: William Hender- 
son, aged 55, Milton Henderson, his 
son, 22; Irwin Smith, 35; Arthur Scott, 
30, and Dore Irish, 30. All were mar- 
ried. The body of Irish’s father, who 
had died from injuries received in the 
explasion, was with them. 

“Bill’ Henderson, veteran of the 
party, emerged from his tomb of more 
than 60 aours calmly smoking his pipe. 
He declared that he never for a moment 
feared that he would not be rescued. 
An” here may be related a psychical 
experience of unusual interest. Hen- 
derson’s wife had contended all along 
that her ‘‘man’”’ would be brought out 
safe. Even when told that there seemed 
to be no possible hope for any of the 
men she laughed scornfully and re- 
plied: 

“My man is safe and will soon be 
out. God told me so Saturday night, 
and I’m not worrying.” 

Mrs. Henderson had been requested to 
indicate a place for the digging of her 
husband’s grave, but she indignantly 
protested that ‘“Bill’’ wouldn’t need a 
grave for a long time yet. 

So insistent was the elder Henderson’s 
wife that her husband was alive. that 
the son’s wife also became convinced 
in her own mind that Milton Henderson 
was safe. Milton's wife is only 16, and 
couple weve married but recently. 
It was midnight when a party of min- 
ers carrying a stretcher knovked at the 
door of. Milton Henderson's cabin. @he 
girl wife opened the door and inquired 
if there was any news of her husband. 

‘‘Have you found him yet?’’ she asked. 

“Sure,” said a figure that arose from 
the litter. “And here I am, sweet- 
heart.”’ 

Young Henderson was not hurt, but 
the doctors insisted that he be carried 
home. When he got inside the house he 
told his wife that he had written her 
a lette* while in the mine and doubtful 
that he would ever be rescued, but had 
beaten it to her. He took the liet- 
ter froin his pocket and read it to her. 

“Oh, I knew you'd get out, Milt,” his 
young wife said as he finished reading 
the letter. “And now we'l: pay for 
the cow and the furniture, too, but you 
must promise me that rou'l get some 
other job, and never again do mining.” 

Young lenderson promised, and now 
he is looking for a non-mining job.

for these Coal Creek natives know 
nothing else but mining. Every man 
who was caught in the Cross Mountain 
mine is American by birth, and nearly 
all of them were natives of the Cumber- 
land Mountain. Most of them had wives 
and children. They have grown up in 
the mines. Their sons follow them 
in the vocation. There is nothing 
else to do if the boys remain at home. 


Cross Mountain miners receive 4 
cents per ton for digging coal, run of 
mine. If they had work the year 
around they could make comfortable in- 
comes, but such are the conditions due 
th the law of supply and demand and 
to the scarcity of cars for coal trans- 
portation that it is estimated that the 
men earn on an average of only about 
$35 a month. Nearly all of them live 
in three-room cabins rented from the 
company at $% a month. Most of them 
buy their provisions from. the com- 
»any’s store, where they are permitted 
to run small accounts provided the 
mine owes them wages. 

One of the men who perished in this 
disaster, Alonzo Haynes, left a widow 
and nine children. This family lives 
in a three-room shack on about $35 
a month. ; 

The five rescued men belonged to 
working group of eight who. were 
just beginning their day’s labor off 
cross entry No. 18, left when the ex- 
plésion took place. The elder Irish, 
fatally hurt, fell to the entry floor, 
H‘s son rushed out Into the deadly 
gases and dragied him tnside a pock 
et, wher2 the inen walled themselves 
up to ke@& out the poisoned air. Irish 
died a few hours later. Two of the 
party, John Duff and Arthur Smith, 
declaring that they knew the mine 
thoroughly, and believed they could 
make their way ot, separated from 
the group on Sunday, and went to 
shift for themselves, It is supposed 
that they perished from suffocation. 
This was the only foundation for a 
story printed in a local paper that 
two insane men were fleeing through 
the mine’s caverns, 


Mgny tiny canary birds must be 
added to the list of victims of this 
disaster. The “helmet men,” going tn 
adyance of the rescuers not provided 
with the oxygen outfit, carry in front 
of them at arm's length a canary ip 
a small wooden cage. If the canary 
begins to droop the helmet man is 
aware that he is getting into foul 
air, and when the bird drops from its 
perch dead he warns the non-hel- 
meted men that they must go back. 
A dozen canaries were ‘thus sacri- 
ficed before the Henderson party was 
rescued,

nAS 5000 MEN IN CAMP 


Plentifully Supplied With Money 
and Junta Declares Force Is 
Well Armed.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. ‘6.—Gen. 
Bernadio Reyes, recently arrested here 
by the United States Government, on a 
charge of conspiring against Mexico, is 
reported to be in the mountains of the 
State of, Neuvo Leon, of which he was 
Governor for several years, and to be 
recruiting an army with which he ex- 
pects in the near future to march on 
and capture Monterey. 

More than two weeks ago Gen. Reyes 
suddenly disappeared from San Antonio. 
For the first four days his family de- 
clared he was ill in bed. Then a tele- 
gram was shown, said to have been 
sent by Gen. Reyes fram St. Louis, 
which announced that he was on his 
way to Washington and New York. He 
has arrived at neither place. 

In the meantime the Federal officers 
and the Mexican secret service agents 
have traced him to the Rio Grande bor- 
der, in Starr County, about fifty miles 
north of Brownsville. Here he crossed 
into the State of Tamaulipas, and from 
there went into the mountains of the 
State of Neuvo Leon. 

"The disappearance of Gen. Reyes was 
rather a joke on the Mexican secret 
gervice agents. More than twenty de- 
tectives had been maintained in San 
Antonio at a considerable expense to 
watch the General’s movements. Yet 
when he decided to leave San Antonio 
he got into his automobile and drove 
away. That is the last seen of him by 
‘anyone connected with the San Antonio 
end of the watch. 


Junta Gives Out Report. 

The report that he is jin Neuvo Leon 
fs given out by the Reyista junta here. 
He is said to have with him seven army 
officers who resigned when Madero pro- 
moted insurgent officers over their 
Heads. Reyes’ army, which is said to 
number 5000 men, is said to be equipped 
with two machine guns and other ar- 
tillery. The infantry and cavalry are 

. also fully armed with mouern rifles and 
equipped with plenty of ammunition. 

Reyes left here supplied with an 

abundance of money, and his troops are 
said to be well supplied with food and 
other comforts. Just when he expects 
to begin hostile operations against the 
Mexican Government is not known. 
. The Mexican Government is said to 
\ha@ve offered a reward of $50,000 for 
Reyes, dead or alive. This cannot be 
confirmed, but it is certain that every 
effort is being made by the Government 
to capture him. 

In jail here is Garza Galan, former 
“jefe politico” of C. P. Diaz and son of 
a former Governor of Codhuila. He was 
one of the active Heutenants of Presi- 
dent Diaz. In a campaign against the 

f insurgents along the Mexican border, dt 
fs charged, Galan ordered three cap- 
tives shot. The Mexican Government 
has asked his extradition. Being the 
owner of coal mines in Mexico valued at 
several million dollars, he will fight ex- 
tradition proceedings with vigor. 


Diaz Supporter in Jail. 

It was Galan who, it is charged, was 
behind the scheme which resulted in the 
indictment of Dan de Villers and W. L. 
Wunne of San Antonio, on charges of 
conspiracy to murder Madero. It is al- 
leged that De Villers, who is a Boer, 
attempted to bribe Gen, Villejon, an- 
other Boer, to enter the scheme. Madero 
was then at Juarez, in charge of the in- 
surgent force.

‘CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Dec. 16.— 
Cape Girardeau is the fastest growing 
city in Missouri primarily because of a 


recent appreciation of its advantages 

as a manufacturing center and the gate- 

way for the Southeastern part of the 

State, and secondarily because the eight 

counties in this corner of the State, 

bounded by the Arkansas line and the 

Mississippi River, are coming into their 

own as one of the most fertile spots in 

the United States, Intelligent handling 
of the drainage problem has changed 
these counties from, generally speaking, 

a swamp, to an ideal farming district. 
Proof of the growth of Cape Girardeau 

is shown in the census figures. The gain 

in population between the census of 1890 

and that of 1910 was 76 per cent. ‘his 

gain was sufficient to raise the city from 
twenty-eighth place in Missourt’s list 
of cities to fourteenth; and in manufac- 
turing importance from vad of cosumaes 
to eighth place. 
Old Town, But New orty. 

Cape Girardeau is an old town but a 

new city. It was the first Anglo-Saxon 
settlement west of the Mississippi 
River, and for a century it was 
content to be an ultra-conservative river 
town. Then with a revival of business 
éame new ideas and new ways. And 
while some of the old houses remain 
and are cherished as landmarks, the 
chief part is composed of handsome 
modern homes and fine business build- 
ings. 

The old military corduroy roads have 
given way to paved streets and boule- 
vards, miles of granitoid sidewalks 
stretch out in all directions, a fine sewer 
system and a modern. fire department 
have been installed. 

Some of the best factories and mills 
in the State are local industries, and 
these have given the city its High rank 
in the manufacturing statistics of the 
State. 

The Cape is becoming famed as “The 
Marble City,”’ because of the abundance 
of the most beautiful building stone and 
one of the sights always shown visitors 
is the quarry ‘within a few rods of the 
handsome normal school buildings from 
which the stone was taken to erect 
those buildings. 

Not on.y is the Cape blessed with 

* building stone and raw materials for the 
making of cement and clay productk, 
but its nearness to the forests and low 
freight rates on raw timber material 
int» the city and on finished timber 
products in reshipment, give an ad- 
vantage to manufacturing here. The 
low freight rates were obtained through 
@n agreement between the city and the 
Frisco Railroad for the renewal of the 
railroad’s franchise through the city. 
at the same tinlé a coal rate of 60 
cents into the city for W years was 
granted. 

These advantages, coupled with the 
fact that the city is the natural gate- 
way to eight fertile counties in South- 
east Mispouri, the population gain of 
which prevented Missouri’s recent cen- 
sus from showing a loss, and that head- 
quarters for several branches of the 
- .«8co system are located here, are the 

. ®auses for the steady growth of the 
city. 

The Southeast Ssouri network of 
Frisco branches cefiter in Cape Girar- 
deau' and connection is made at various 
points with the Iron Mountain and Cot- 
ton Belt railroads. The Cape Girardeau 
& Thebes Railroad extends to the 
Thebes bridge. To tiie north, the Cape 
Girardeau & Chester Railroad taps the 
lead belt and granite quarries. 

And besides these railroads Capé Gi- 
rardeau has the Mississippi River, and is 
planning @ river front that will be the 
besi between New Orleans and St. Paul. 
Sea walls are being constructed, the 
sevee paved with stone and the adjoin. 
ing street With creosoted wood blocks. 

Although this year has been the quiet- 
est of the last five, the city experienced

The explanation is that 600 miles of 
drainage ditches, dredged by the coun- 
ties, have wrought this transformation 
and square miles of once swampy low- 
lands have been converted into fertile

And the work goes on. In Southeast 
Missouri the Little River drainage dis- 
trict is inaugurating what is believed 
here to be the biggest project of its kind 
in the world. The plan is to dredge 
650 miles of ditch to drain 500,000 acres of 
rich alluvial land. The tract to be 
drained is 100 miles long, extending from 
Cape Girardeau to the Arkansas State 
line and from:six to fourteen miles wide, 
extending west to the Ozark foothills 
and to Crowley’s Ridge. 

This drainage system, with its diver- 
sion channel along the north end to 
divert the water from the Ozark rnoun- 
tain streams directly to. the Mississippi 
River, has been promoted to do work 
impossible by individual counties. it will 
curb the floods of the mountain streams 
and check the inundations of the Missis- 
sippi River. 

The eight counties {n the district are 
being rapidly settled by ‘progressive 
farmers, who use modern methods and 


eps schools and conventions. 
Every town and village in the district is 
growing steadily and there is not 4 
farmer in the eight counties whose home 
ig more than five miles from a railroad. 

In each of these counties fine highways 
are being built of gravel and macadam. 
The streams are being crossed by steel 
bridges and concrete culverts, and thou- 
sands of automobile owners are urging 
on this movement. 

Southeast Missouri is covered by a net- 
work of railroads. Rural mail routes 
and telephone systems reach everyW here 
and every town of sufficient size has an 
accredited high school, and the country 
district schools rank with the best in 
the nation.

CURE “ANOTHER DREYFUS” 


Guardian of Town’s Poor Is Ar- 
rested on Word of Soldier of 
Unsavory Repute. 


PARIS, Dec. 16.—‘Another Dreyfus 
victim!” is the cry of one faction in 
the South of France, while another ele- 
ment of the population is engaged In de- 
nouncing “unworthy priests,’’ all of 
which excitement, now spreading 
through the Republic, ig due to the ar- 
rest of the Abbe Laroue, cure of Igor- 
nay, on suspicion of having murdered 
the aged bellringer of his parish cnurch. 

Arrested and released shortly after 
the bellringer’s body was found in front 
of the altar two months ago, with the 

head crushed by a heavy club, the/ 
cure has been rearrested and thrown 
into prison at Autin. With him are a 
soldier named Leroux and a choir sing- 
er named Brillot, both of these young 
men being of unsavory repute in Igor- 
nay. | 
Leroux has made an alleged confes- 
sion, in which he implicates both the 
priest and the choir singer. He de- 
clares that on the evening of the mur- 
der he was induced by Brillot to visit 
the priest in the church, on the prom- 
isa that something would happen to 
old Dessertenne, the bellringer, who 
ws known to be a man of considerable 
means -~1 always carried money. Le- 
joux,says the priest handed him a club 
rnd told him to watch in the cemetery 
fur the approach of Dessertenne on his 
ww vy te the church to ring the Angelus 
ut the usual hour and to notify Brillot 
and the cure inside the church if any- 
body was. with the bellringer. 
Auagelus Rang as Usual. 

“Tl gaw eld Dessertenne coming up 
alone,” said Leroux, “and after he en- 
tered the church I heard a sharp cry.

Mexican Newspaper Predicts Ma-

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 16.—El Imparcial 
at this late date prints an editorial 
regarding President Taft’s message to 
Congress or foreign relations, which 
was presented Dec. 7.

number of homeless and dependent men 
who will be found in St. Louis this win- 
ter, but that the number will be sev- 
¢ral thousand. 

Dependent Men Are Many. 

During an exceptionally cold period, 
the committee thinks, there will be at 
least 1000 men in the city who will be 
dependent upon charity for shelter and 
food. 

Investigation by those who prepared 
the report shows that among men of 
this class St. Louis is classified as a 
g00d place for a dependent man in the 
winter time, and this reputation for 
Kindness brings the city many addi- 
tional charges. 

The problem of where to get in 
out of the cold is solved by 125 lodg- 
ing houses where bes may be had 
for from 5 to 25 cents. These care 
for many men not quite destitute. 
The home conducted by Father 
Dempsey and the Salvation Army are 
given credit in the report for what 
they do. At these places men who 
can pay are required to do so and 
these who cannot are not turned 
away while there is room to shelter 
them. 

It is estimated that the men who 
beg on the street for something to 
eat must get 15 cents a day in order 
to keep alive by tl.at means. Most 
of them are believed to get from 25 
to 40 cents, It has been proved by 
the committee that a professional 
street beggar rarely obtains less than 


$1 a day and sometimes as much as 
$5. 

Aid Wanted for Willing Workers. 

The men for whom _ systematized 
aid is desired are the ones who work 
when there is a chance and beg only 
when faced by cold and hunger. 

In a general way the plan of the 
Civic League Committee is to estab- 
lish a municipal lodging house where 
the men now cared for in the bas6- 
ment of the Four Courts and at dif- 
ferent police stations may be cared 
for at less than it now costs charita- 
ble citizens who give on the street. 
The argument against giving money 
on ‘the street is that the recipient is 


not always worthy and the depend- 
ent c@n be cared for to much better 
advantage if fed by the city than if 
given the money to buy his own food. 


| | The Four Courts Building is sug- 


gested as the best location for the 
proposed lodging house. The base- 
ment is now crowded nightly by 


needy men and when the courts move 
into the new Municipal Courts’ Build- 
ing it is suggested that the court- 
rooms, added to present quarters, 
would furnish plenty of room for the 


propsed lodging house.

NEW AWARD EXCEEDS OLD 





Realty Is in Three Parcels Near 
Twelfth and Lucas Av.— 
Valued at $178,850. 


The St. Louis Electric Terminal Ralill- 
way Co. (McKinley System) on one 
side and Mr. and Mrs. James Mac- 
Adaras on the other yesterday filed mo- 
tions for a new trial in Judge Shields’ 
court in a condemnation suit brought 
by tee company, and in which a jury 
returned a verdict of $178,850 as the 
value of property held by the Mac- 
Adaras. Both sides express dissatisfac- 
tien with the verdict, the railway com- 
pany alleging the allowance is exces- 
sive and the MacAdaras declaring it is 
not enough. 

The praperty involved is three parcels 
of realty located at Twelfth street and 
Lucas avenue, Linden and Twelfth 
streets and Lucas avenue and High 
streets. The McKinley System desires 
the property for use as terminals and 
other purposes, but could not agree with 
the owners on the consideration to be 
paid. 

It breught eondemnation proceedings 
and three commissioners appointed by 
the Court appraised the parcels at a to- 
tal value of $164,800. Both sides excepted 
to the report of the commissioners and 
the case was then transferred to a jury, 
which on Thursday increased. the 
amount $14,560 more than the commis-

HOME OF MISSING 
RECTOR DISMANTLED 


Farrar, Once Royal Chaplain, 
Belitved to Be on Cana- 


dian Ranch. 


SANDRINGHAM, Englafd, Dec. 16. 
—The rectory here, which stands in 
the grounds of the Sandringham 
House, once the favorite residence of 
Edward VII, and now the dower 
house of Queen Alexandria, is dis- 
mantled and empty. During the 
week furniture vans from a London 
depository came and took away all 
the belongings of the Rev. Frederick 
Percival Farrar, the disgraced royal 
chaplain. 

The rectory is a charming house, 

which has frequently appeared in 
pictures of ideal spots in England. 
It stands near York Cottage, the 
Sandringham home of George V since 
his marriage. 
' The missing rector’s mother, widow 
of the famous Dean who wrote the 
“Life of Christ,’”’ was here during the 
removal and singled out all effects 
belonging to her, which she had lent 
her son. These were taken back to 
her flat in London. 

The servants of the rectory. say‘ 
they have no knowledge of Farrar’s 
whereabouts. All letters that arrive 
for him are addressed to the care of 
an American bank in London, It is 
believed. in the village that Farrar 
sent in his resignation and left for 
Canada to live oh a ranch in a remote 
part of the Northwest.

Pruning.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 168.—The House 
Steel Trust investigating Committee is 
costing Congress $2700 a month, “while 
extra stenographic work for the House 
committees at this session is costing 
$2000 a month according to statement . 
made in a speech in the House today 
by Chairman Fitzgerald of the House 
Committee on Appropriations. He added 
that the Sugar Trust Investigating 
Committee was costing $200 a month and 
the committee investigating postoffice 
expenditures $325 a month. 

Charges that the executive heads of 
the Government had pruned the appro- 
priation estimates last year below the 
actual needs of the Government ser- 
vice also marked the speech of Chair- 
man Fitzgerald when the House took 
up the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill. The bill, as reported from com- 
mittee carried $2,269,756, a reduction of 
$1,083,589 from the estimates of depart- 
ments. ' 

“Most of the appropriations carried 
by this bill are needed because the de- 
partments put in estimates too low last 
year,”’ said Fitzgerald. ‘“We do not be- 
lieve it is economy or good sense to crip- 
ple any Government service by pruning 
estimates below the actual requirements. 

“Bvery new expenditure we authorized 
is adding to the prospective deficit in 
the treasury,’’ said Fitzgerald in at- 
tacking an increase of the public build- 
ing program. 

“If this keeps on, the House will not 
be devoting its efforts to reducing the 
burdens of taxation but must find new 
methods of raising revenue,’’ he said. 

Chairman Fitzgerald declared Congress 
had gone “wild” in authorizing new 
public buildings and that a limit must 
be put on such activity.

Mrs. Sarah N. Pierce, 44 years old, 
was strangely killed last evening in 
her home, 6336 Clayton avenue, by the 
fumes of lighted gas jets in a heater, 
over which she was drying her halir. 

Mrs. Pierce, a widow, made her home 


with her sister, Mrs. Gus Huch, over a 
drugstore, She washed her hair in the 
afternoon, and started to dry it over 
the gas heater. 

Sitting in a chair, she bent over the 
top of the low heater and held her 
hair at arm’s length, running her fin- 
gers through it and keeping it from 
falling where it might take fire. She 
had been engaged in this way for some 
time,. when, at 5:30 p. m., her 7-year-old 
son, George Pierce, heard her scream, 
and saw her fall from the chair. 

The boy ran downstairs and called his 
uncle, Gus Huch, from the drug store. 
Huch picked up Mrs. Pierce, who had 
not been burned, and, taking her to 
the next room, threw the windows open 
to revive her. Then he sent for Dr. R. 
B. Murphy, who arrived a few mo- 
ments later. 

Efforts to revive Mrs. Pierce from her 
unconsciousness state failed, and in a 
short time after her fall from the chair 
she was dead. 

The heater, as far as could be seen, 
was in good repair. It was believed 
that Mrs. Pierce held her head in such 
a position that for a few moments she 
got little or no fresh air, and that the 
heated fumes overcame her vitality. 
Cases of asphyxiation by burning gas 
are rare, but not unknown, 

Besides the small son, who Was near 
her at the time of the fatality, Mrs. 
Pierce had a grown son, Edward, ani 
two daughters, Mrs. Florence Grupner 
of St. Louis and Mrs. Myrtle Tault of 
Kansas City.

Russia Has Broken Treaty —Sulzer 


Chairman Sulzer issued this statement: 

“I do not know what Russia has said 
to the Secretary of State, but I am satis- 
fied it did not tell him that Russia would 
recognize passports held by Amevican 
citizens without discrimination on ac- 
count of race and religion. 

“You tell me that Russia objects to the 


declaration in my resolution that ‘Russia 
has violated the treaty.’ This is abso- 
lutely true and there can be no question 
about it. The record in the case is con- 
clusive and I am surprised that the Am 
bassador objects to the truth. Officia! 
Russia seems to be getting sensitive 
about the matter at last, and that cer 
tainly is a good sign, and means much, 
I hope, for the future. 

Nothing Offensive in Resolution. 

“As a matter of fact, there is nothing 
offensive in the resolution. To say so 18 
absurd, and begs the question. It Is in 
diplomatic form and follows the prece- 
_ dents heretofore adopted by Congress, 
only it is not as forcible and as drastic 
in language as some which have been 
passed by Congress. The fact is, it says 
nothing we do not mean, and it means 
* yothing we have not said before. Russia 
has continuously and persistently vioiat- 


ed the treaty for more than forty years, 
Is it offensive to say so? 

“What will the Senate do with the 
resolution on next Monday?” replied 
Sulzer in answer to an _ inquiry. 
“Well, I hope the Senators will re- 
spond to the overwhelming popular 
sentiment of the American people 
in favor-of the resolution, and pass 
it without amendment with the same 
unanimity that it passed the House. 
This is the only thing that can now 
be done, and it will be official no- 


tice from America to official Russia 
trat the people of the United States 


are in earnest and that we are sin- 
cere, 

Russia Has Doubted Sincerity. 

“Russia has always, I am. sorry to 
say, doubted this. The enactment into 
law of the resolution will have a 
gocd effect, and in my opinion bring 
about the conclusion of a new treaty 
that will be in harmony with the 
spirit of the times. Our relations 
with Russia will, of course, continue 
friendly and harmonious, and a new 
treaty up to date will soon be writ- 
ten. Russia cannot afford to sulk and 
be isolated. The eyes 68f civilization 
are watching us and Russia in this 





matter.” 


How the Present Agitation Started 


The present question was brought to 
a climax when Jacob H. Schiff, the 
New York banker, made public charges 
against “John Hays Hammond and W. 
W. Rockhill, former Ambassador to 
Russia, declaring that these two men 
had conspired to assist Russian indus- 
tries as. against the interests of the 
United States and had shown favorit- 
ism to Russia in many things. 

These charges reopened the question 
which had sprung up every time the 
Russian officials refused to vise the 
passport of an Americanized Hebrew. 


Following the charges by Schiff, the 
American Jewish committee, of which 
Judge Mayer Sulzberger of Philadel- 
phia is the president, started a coun- 
try-wide agitation and brought to the 
front the fact that Russia was dis- 
criminating. This committee is com- 
posed of leading Hebrews in the United 
States and their statements with proofs 
probably did more to help the resolu- 
tion in Congress than anything else. 
Judge Sulzberger made the principa) ad- 
dress before the congressional commit- 
tee.

Russians Say Jews Are Trouble Makers and 
Oppressors in That Country—Roosevelt’s 
Plea to Witte Unheeded by the Czar. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 16—The trou- 
ble betwWeen the United States and 
Russia over tthe passport quevtion is 
one of 30 years’ standing, and is due to 
the refusal. 6f Russia to permit Jews 
from America to visit or revisit the 
Czar’s empire. This refusal, it is as- 
serted, is.in direct violation of the first 
article of tHe treaty of 1832, between the 
United States and Russia. Thirty-odd 
years ago the Russian Government be- 
gan to éstablish for ‘the Jews in that 
country What was known as the “pale” 
and miany other restrictions and har- 
assment, “vere carried out, so it has 
been “undversally charged, the whole 
amounting to what Same to be known 
as thé Pogrom Poll This included 
expulsion, massacre and refusal to ad- 
mit Rogsian Jews who had left there 
or whose parents had done so. » 
Jews Migrate to America. 

The Pegrom Policy.Jed to Jewish mi- 
gration to America, which of late years 
has assumed enormous proportions, 
with the result that the passport ques- 
tion now and for many years gone by 
has interested the United States far 
more than any othér nation. 

James “GQ, ‘Blaine, tn July, 1881, when 
Secretary of State, sent to the Czar, 
through John W. Foster, the American 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, a note 
of protest, but it was without avail. 
The American Congress in 1882, 1883, 
1884, 1886, 1892, 1894, 1897, 1902, 1904, 1908 and 
1909 adopted resolutions protesting 
@gainst the exclusion of Jews from 
Russia. 

Secretary of State John Hay, in 1904, 
addressed a special note of protest to 
the Russian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Count. Lamsdorff. Then, as on 
every occasion of the sort, the White 
Bear grew ruffled, and the protest 
came to naught. '

This last treaty gave American cor- 
porations the right to sue and be sued 
and to hold real property in the Rus- 
sian Empire, subject always to the laws 
there prevailing, and also gave to Rus- 
sians similar rights pertaining to their 
corporations in this country. 





The answer of the Russians to the 
American demands is that the Jews are 
oppressors, anarchists and general trou- 
ble makers. It is claimed that ever 
since Alexander III liberated the Serfs 


the place of the former slave owners, 
holding their power by keeping ‘the ig- 
norant peasant in debt to them. 

Call Jews Troublemakers, 

The Jews, it is also held, have added 
nothing whatever to the commdnwealth, 
have served in the army only under 
compulsion and have been of no help 
to the nation. 

The Russians have ever considered 
the Jews in Russia as an alien people, 
with absolutely no rights, and have 
siven them no privileges and no stand- 
ing. They Amit the localities in which 
Jews shall dwell and have placed re- 
strictions on their activities in almost 
every fiela. 

The exclusion of Jews from Russia is 
accomplished by the Russian ambassa- 
dors and consular agents in America 
and elsewhere, who refuse to counter- 
sign passports Issued to Jews by the 
American and other governments.

informed me I was arrested under a re- 
cent ruling by Judge Ferriss of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, and that I would 
be charged with practicing medicine 
without a license. Then I was sent to 
the matron’s room, on the second floor. 

“The matron ordered me to remove 
my hat and when I did so she turned 
the lining out and searched every part 
of it. 

‘“ ‘Now empty your pockets and take 
off your clothes,’ she commanded. 

‘Tl protested that I was under arrest 
as an unlicensed practitioner and not as 
a thief. 

‘* ‘Tt makes-no difference,’ 
‘Remove your clothes.’ 

“TI was then forced to disrobe, down 
to my underwear, and to turn my stock- 
ings down to the feet. The matron care- 
fully ran her hands over my body, as 
if in search of a weapon or stolen 
property. 

“Sick” Man There, 

“While I was putting on my clothes 
the matron searched my handbag, ¢x- 
ploring each small purse and all the 
papers and trinkets it contained. The 
purse was then passed on to the ‘sick’ 
man and the detective who arrested me 
They were in the next room. They also 
searched the handbag before returning 
it to the desk downstairs. 

“On arriving at the station I tele- 
phoned immrediately,to Mr. Ashcroft of 
the Christian Science Publicity Commit- 
tee, and Mr. Priesmeyer came to the 
station in his automobile about 2 p. m. 
and took me home, after signing my 
bond. I was notified to appear for a 
preliminary hearing next Tuesday. 
“While in the matron’s room I was 
treated like a common criminal, and 
with no more consideration than if I had | 
committed a felony. The matron said | 
all prisoners were made to disrobe and 
submit to the search. After arriving 
home I had a conversation by telephone 
with Miss Marguerite Dyer, another 
Science practitioner, who was arrested 
on the same charge a few days ago. 
She informed me that she was not made 
to disrobe, as I was. 

“T learned at the station that the ‘sick’ 
man’s name is Lawrence. I heard him 
remark, while his companion was mak- 
ing out a report: ‘Put my name on that, 
too. I want them to know I have been 
doing some work.’ 

“IT also heard him say: ‘I’ve been 
playing sick so much that I am actually 
beginning to feel sick.’ *’

quiring a woman to disrobe jn such a 
case, but would wait until he received 
a report on the matter before discussing 
it wt length.

She 
is charged with the death of her son 
Cyril. 

Dr. Robert A. MacGregor, also ac- 
cused of the murder of Cyril Sparling, 
and Marguerite Gibbs, a nurse, lIfving 
in Port Huron, have been under arrest 
two days. 

Mrs. Sparling was at the home of a 
relative when the wafrant was served 
and she was taken to jail. The warrant 
was issued yesterday and she was ex- 
pecting arrest. 

“T am resigned to ge to jail content- 
edly and prayerfully,” she said, in an 
interview some time before the Sheriff 
arrived. 

She told of ‘“‘prayer visions,” in which 
she said she saw Dr. Robert A. Mac- 
Gregor of Ubly, robed in white and in- 
dicating his innocence, being driven 
over a precipice by a multitude. 

Yesterday Dr. MacGregor was held 
to the Circuit Court, charged with the 
murder of Cyril Sparling. Miss Mar- 
guerite Gibbs, a nurse, who also at- 
tended the youth, waived preliminary 
examination and was bound over on a 
charge of accessory after the fact.

TOMATO PULP SEIZED 


Catsup Material Contained 600 
Million Bacteria to the Half 
Teaspoonful. 

















CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—One of the biggest 
seizures made in Chicago under Dr. 
Wiley’s enforcement of the Pure Food 
Act came today, when six carloads or 
$7,500 gallons of tomato pulp used in the 
making of catsup were confiscated. 

Dr. Wiley’s chemist at Washington 
found that the tomato pulp, in some 
instances, contained the high count of 
600,000,000 bacteria to a centimeter, or a 
half teaspoonful. The Agricultural De- 
partment denounced the food material 
as being ‘“‘filthy, decayed, vegetable 
matter.” 

In six different shipments the confis- 
cated material was consigned to Fred 
C. Edler of the Huss-Edler Preserve 
Co., 616 Kinzie street, consisting of 510 
50-gallon barrels and 140 five-gallon

That blonds will grow fewer in the 
United States in the next 100 years, and 
that they will continue to exist longer 
in the smoky cities than anywhere else, 
is a theory of whose correctness Arch- 
bishop Glennon has become convinced.

These cardinal facts having been 
established, the Court declared that 
Count Frederick’s letter to his sister-in- 
law promising her an annuity of $600 
was a legal claim and gave judgment 
accordingly. 

Count Hasso married Margaret Meyer 
in St. Louis about sixteen years ago. 
He died soon after the birth of a 
daughter, leaving the widow penniless. 
Then it was that Count Frederick wrote 
her promising the annuity. He paid it 
for several years, then declined fur- 
ther contributions. , 

In defense Count Frederick produced 
a birth certificate in which the wid- 
ow’s name was given as Kate, not 
Margaret, and one of the child in which 
it bore a name differing from that she 
now bears. The High Court held that 
these documents in no wise affected the 
validity of the claim against Count 
Frederick.

Husband Sues for Divorce. 

Mrs. Simon’s husband, Mark Simon, is 
suing her for a divorce. He is living 
with his father, Israel M. Simon of 4116 
West Pine boulevard, head of a well 
known St. Louis brokerage house. 

The boy is at his grandfather’s home. 
Mrs. Simon is trying to obtain custody 
of the child pending the divorce hear- 
ing. 

Mrs. Simon testified that she and her 
husband came to St. Louis for dinner, 
leaving the child in care of Mrs. Geb- 
hart, at 1760 Aubert avenue. Since then, 
she says, she has not seen the child or 
heard from it except that her husband's 
mother told her by telephone that the 
boy was receiving good care.

He Alludes to Roosevelt as the 
Man on Horseback Stirring 
Things Up. 


ONCE FAVORED DUELISTS 


But He Got Over That in Civil 
War Times, He Tells City 
Club Audience. 


Henry Watterson, noted journalist and 
speaker, editor of the Louisville Couriter- 
Journal, in an address at the City Club, 
described Theodore Roosevelt as “the 
man on horseback, who contemplated 


the Diazification of the presidency and 
the Mexicanization of the republic.”’ 

The speech was an attack on war and 
specifically a plea for the adoption of the 
arbitration treaties between the United 
States, England and France. 

The speaker was introduced by George 
S. Johns of the Post-Dispatch to one of 
the largest crowds that ever attended a 
lecture at the City Club. 

Col. Watterson said that his mind was 


first led to a belief in arbitration by the 


disappearance of the duello and the code 
of honor both in the United States and 
in England. 

Unmanly Vanity. 

“TI grew to manhood,” he said, “under 
the ministrations of a jockeying sub- 
terfuge for valor, known in its day as 
the code of honor. Jt was the offspring 
of unmanly vanity. It had not even 
the equities of. manly combat to recom- 
mend it. There was invariably a play 
for unfair advantage. Too often one 


man knew too well whom to kick. 
- “When the, stress of real war arrived 


upon th» scene, the signalized duellists 
—the professional duellists, we might 
entitle them—fell away from the lines 


-of battle and were conspicuous by their 


absence from the front. Not one of 
them made his mark as a good soldier. 
The duello thus discredited at the 
South dropped out of the South, having 
long before dropped out of the North. 
’ “A bragegadocio threatened a Confed- 
erate valiant who had refused his silly 
challenge, with ‘posting him as a cow- 


ard.’ 
Posted as a Liar. 
“The Confederate valiant quietly and

The condition of Miss Beatrice E. 
Klauber, divorced wife of Charles A. 
Stuever, who was shot mysteriously in 
front of her father’s home, 2727 South 
King’s highway, Friday night, was still 
very serious at a late hour last night. 
No members of her family were permit- 


ted in the room where she is lying and 
the authorities had not been permitted 
to interrogate her. 

Julius C. Whitehead, her escort, who 
was slightly wounded by a bullet 
which grazed his temple, is held by the 
police under a warrant charging as- 
sault with intent to kill. He clings to 
his story that he shot Miss Klauber in 
a death agreement and then shot him- 
self, although Capt. OBrier, who first 
questioned him, remained unconvinced 
that the youth had told all he knew. 


Pollee’ Are Puzzled. 


The curious attitude of the girl’s fam- 
ily towards him puzzles the police. 
These relatives find excuses for White- 
head and frequently praise him as a 
gentleman. They insist he must have 
shot Miss Klauber in a moment of men- 
tal aberration. | 

Complete details of the incidents fol- 
lowing the shooting as related by the 
girl’s mother, Mrs. William P. Klauber, 
to a reporter for the Post-Dispatch, 
throw a new light upon the case. They 
disclose the strange circumstance that 
it was Miss Klauber herself who told of 
the shooting and that Miss Klauber’s 
father busied himself over the young 
man’s wounds for some time before the 
police arrived. 

“My daughter and I had an engage- 
ment to go downtown together yeaster 
day afternoon,” the mother said, ‘but 
Mr. Whitehead called up and begged me 
to let her go with him to a picture show. 
I consented and they went away toceth- 
er. I was sitting in the library alone 
about. 10:30 o’clock when I heard shots 
outside; I do not know how many. 

“T ran to the door and saw Beatrice 
running towards the house. Mr. White- 
head was lying upon the ground where 
our front sidewalk joins the public side- 
walk. Beatrice got almost to the door. 


house. I asked him, ‘Why did you do 
it? He replied, ‘Oh, I love her, I love 
her, I love her so!’ I cannot recollect a 
tenth of what happened then. _ Some 
time after I asked Mr. Whitehead for 
the pistol and he gave it to me. 

“My husband was in bed. He got up. 
While I wag trying to help Beatrice he 
helped Mr, Whitehead wash his head.” 

This story was related in the presence 
of her husband, her son Adolph and an 
aunt of the wounded girl. Later the 
aunt did most of the talking. All of 
them spoke with emphasis about what 
an extremely gentlemanly man White- 
head is. Perhaps 20 times in the course 
of the conversation, which was carried 
on in whispers, so the wounded girl up- 
stairs couldn't hear, some such expres- 
sion was uttered. 

Knows His Mother. 

’ Mrs. Klauber said she was intimately 
acquainted with the young man’s moth- 
er, who spends half her time in Chicago 
and half her time in St. Louis. A let- 
ter from this mother had reached Mrs. 
Klauber yesterday morning, in which 
the writer had praised the charming 
manners of Miss Beatrice. 

All members of the family denied that 
Miss Klauber had had more than a 
friendly interest tn Whitehead. They 
accepted him in their home because 
they knew his mother, they said, not 
that they knew him particularly well 
until he met the girl some six months 
ago. Since then he had been a frequent 
caller, and as both were musical, they 
spent many evenings at the piano. 

It was Mrs. Klauber who voiced the 
opinion that Whitehead was mentally 
unbalanced when he shot Miss Klauber.

A mother’s search for her missing 
daughter, whose whereabouts those 
who know will not reveal, led her 
to police headquarters yesterday aft- 
ernoon to seek advice Learning 
there that nothing could be done for 
her, she told a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch she would institute habeas 
corpus proceedings to compel the 
matron of the Christian Orphans’ 
Home, 2951 North Euclid avenue, or 
Hugh M. Fullerton, chief probation 
officer of the Juvenile Court, to tell 
her where the child can be found. 

The mother is Mrs. Sarah N. Mellow, 
whorlives at 839 South Eighth street 
with her son, Thomas Mellow, for- 
merly night clerk at the Buckingham 
hotel. Five years ago Mrs. Mellow’s 
husband died, leaving her with this 
daughter, Nellie, then five years old 
and Thomas, who was then lb. The 
widow was in straitened circum- 
stances and worked as waitress at 
the Southern Hotel to support herself 
and children, 

According to her story she put the 
little girl into the orphanage, paying 
$5 a month for her support, because 
it was difficult to keep the child at 
boarding houses.

Dispatch reporter Gov. Folk gave out 
the following typewritten statement. 

“T infer from a dispatch in the Kan- 
sas City Star taat Mr. Clark denies 
the statement printed in that paper 
that the Harmon forces in St. Louis are 
poosting him. That practically all of 
them are doing so, and that many of 
these so-called friends of Mr. Clark 
have a first choice in Gov.

Would Avoid Controversy. 
“Mr. Clark’s quoted language, ‘Joe 
Folk knew better than to lie in Mis- 
sourl,’ printed in the Republic, is inex- 
cusable if he really said it. I do not 
wish to be drawn into a personal con- 
troversy over words of his and then 
have it denied that he used those words. 

“There is enough friction in tge Demo- 
cratic party now in Missouri without 
hot-headed words, uttered in anger, 
adding fuel to the flames.”’ 

The relations between Clark and Folk, 
until both became aspirants for the 
Democratic nomination, had always 
been cordial.

Clark, as chair- 
man of the Missouri Democratic Con- 
vention, in September, 1910, ‘consented 
to have a presidential indorsement for 
Folk written into the State platform. 

Folk and Clark both have organiza- 
tions backing them in their fight for 
the Missouri delegation. Folk is sup- 
ported by the Missouri Democratic 
League. The Clark people formed an 
organization recently with Edward A. 
Glenn of Louisiana at its head. The 
object of the organization is to conduct 
the campaign for Clark for the presi- 
dency. 

Bitter Contest Expected. 

It is predicted by the friends of both 
Clark and Folk that the contest for the 
Missouri delegation will be bitterly 
fought. .Both the Folk and the Clark 
publicity bureaus have been active re- 
cently looking up material for use in 
the campaign. 

At Clark presidential headquarters in 
the Planters Hotel, a statement was 
issued yesterday by Judge Virgil Rule, 
chairman, and Guy “Golterman, secre- 
tary, denying that the Clark boom is 
in any way carried on in the interest of 
Harmon. Clark’s record and his gen- 
eral availability, they said, give his 
candidacy strength of its own, and 
those engaged in the Clark-for-Presi- 
dent movement, they insisted, are act- 
ing in perfect good faith.

HEN it comes to _ turning out 
W winning football teams, it’s hats 

off to Coach Mike Walker of 
Central High School. The soft pedal 
mentor of the Grand avenue long-haired 
chaps has been in St. Louis eight sea- 
sons and has the distinction of leading 
six pennant winners and gaining one 
tie. Only once—in 1908—has Central lost 
the Interscholastic League champion- 
ship with Walker in charge. 


Walker, who hails from Knox Col- 
lege, where he made a reputation as a 
player, has had such success with the 
local Interscholastic eleven that it has 
been hinted at different times that he 
has been approached by bigger institu- 
tions to instruct their huskier gridiron 
representatives. It is timely to remark 
that Walker is equal to the task. 

Making his debut as coach of the 
Central team in 1904, Walker turned out 
his first championship team. He wasn’t 
quite so fortunate the year following 
when Central, Smith and McKinley 
were mixed in a three-cornered draw. 
This was the result of Smith’s victory 
over Central, while Central beat Mc- 
Kinley and McKinley trimmed Smith. 

McKinley Won in 1908. 

In 1906 and 1907, Walker again Jed the 
I-Yell boys to the I. L. pennant, but 
in 19098 McKinley turned the tables and 
took the flag. Central has been vic- 
torious in each succeeding year, how- 
ever. 

That Central’s success is due mostly 
to Walker's ability to impart his foot- 
ball knowledge to his players is evi- 
dent from the fact that the material at 
the different high and prep schools is 
about the same. At different times his 
team has been outweighed and seemed 
to be handicapped in other ways, but 
when the real test came Silent Mike 
invariably bobbed up with-the minner. 

Being a modest sort of an individual, 
Walker gives his players credit for the 
long string of winners. He claims he 
has a style of coaching that does not 
vary much from the average tutor, but 
depends chiefly on the ability of his 
proteges to grasp his idea of playing the 
rame. 

With football barred at several local 
schools, the Interscholastic League, as 
far as football was concerned, was dis- 
banded and the interest in the 1911 cam- 
paign wasn't as keen as formerly. This 
fact, however, did not prevent Walker 
from turning out his sixth championship 
eleven. 


Wants League Reorgapized. 

He is hopeful, however, that the local 
high and prep schools will return to the 
old arrangement of scheduling games. 
He is eager to have the four local high 
schools—Central, McKinley, ¥eatman 
and Scidan-as well as Smith Academy 
and Manual Training School, compete 
for the local I. L. championship, with 
the annua! Central-Smith contest sched- 
uled on Thanksgiving day. 

“We had good, clean sport in those 
days, and there seems to be no reason 
why we shouldn't continue the old ar- 
rangement,’ said Coach Walker to the 
Post-Dispatch. “Some of the schoo) 
principals are opposed to the game, but 
{ believe football, locally, helped its own 
cause in the fact that there wasn’t a 
single injury of any great extent during 
the 1911 season. 

“Most of my footbal! players rank as 
excellent scholars. We have a rule that 
bars a student from playing as soon as 
he falls back in any,of his studies. But 
the boys don't let the sport interfere 
with their class work. They want to 
play, know that they can’t work with 
the squad if they are behind in their 
studies, and their enthusiasm over the 
sport causes them to keep up in their 
work as students. For that reason we 
find no fault with football at Central.”

Knows of No Enemies. 

“Tf I have any enemies among my 
fellow magnates in the American 
League, they are pretty smooth in cov- 
ering up the fact,”’ said Mr. Hedges to 
the Post-Dispatch. “They certainly 
don’t display any coolness when I meet 
them. I have read reporis that I was 
being forced out, but just tay for me

“TIT was especially amused at one tale 
that said I had talked with a Mr. Wild 
of Toledo, inviting him to become sec- 
retary of my club. Now, I have never 
seen Mr. Wild and wouldn't know him 
if he was standing before me now. 

“I renamed Wallace manager of the 
Browns because I believe he is the logi- 
cal man for the position. His work in 
1911 shouldn't be taken as a criterion.

It is to be regretted that the rules gov- 
erning amateur, boxing did not receive 
attention at the recent annual meeting 
of the Board of Governors of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union of the United States, 
held in New York City; but this is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the Com- 
mittee’ on Boxing, to whom amend- 
ments had been referred, failed to make 
any report whatever, and its chairman, 
who resides in Seattle, Wash., was not 
present at the meeting. 

That a revision of the rules is needed 
is apparent to anyone who has studied 
them, and inasmuch as the Amateur 
Athletic Union includes boxing as a 
sport over which it exercises jurisdic- 
tion, some attention should be given the 
matter. It has been suggested that 
amendments to the rules be submitted to 
a vote by mail of the Board of Gover- 
rors, and it is likely this will be done. 

Rules Should Be Interpreted. 

Not only should the rules be amended 

to meet the requirements wherein they 


ES y may be deficient, but the adopted rules 


should be given a genera] interpreta- 
tion, so that they may be applied the 
same in all parts of the United States 
wherever boxing takes place, under a 
sanction granted by the union. As It is 
now, each locality appears to have its 
own interpretation, and the result is 
that when an amateur boxer of one 
locality appears in a tournament given 
in another, he is obliged to box under 
rules that appear to be different from 
those to which he has been sccustomed. 
This is not as it should be, nor as it 
would be if the Amateur Athletic Union 
would give to this branch of sport the 
attention it deserves. ’ 

Athletic clubs holding membership in 
the association are required to apply 
for sanctions when giving amateur box- 
ing tournaments and all competing box- 
ers are required to:be registered, and 
it does seem that where such sweeping 
jurisdiction is claimed all possible” pro- 
tection should be .afforded the sport 
and those engaged ‘in {t. 

No Two Views Alike. 

The existing rules governing amateur 

boxing are so crudely drawn and admit

WOLGAST AN EXCEPTION 





His Rémarkable Ability to Stand 
Punishment Has Helped Him 
to the Front.

NEW YORK, Dec 16.—Of late tnere 
has been considerable space devoted to 
the discussion of that always interesting 
subject, “the scientific boxer vs. the 
fighter.’’ Arguments are advanced that 
the methods of the latter type of ring- 
man are the superior, and in support of 
these claims the success* attained by 
certain fightérs of the rugge@d variety 
is offered in evidence. 

To permit these statements to get by 
unchallenged would be to confess that 
scientific boxing had died a natural 
death, is a lost art so to speak, which 
is far from the facts in the case. 

The success achieved by the rough- 
house style of miller is due in the main 
to leniency of referees. Such a thing 
as rigid enforcement of the rules of box- 
ing is unkonwn these days and as long 
as this condition of affairs is allowed 
to exist science and skill will be badly 
handicapped. 

Ad Wolgast is the ‘‘white haired boy’’ 
chosen by the pessimistic experts as an 
example of the rise of the rugged fizght- 
er and the decline of the skilled boxer. 
It is at all times difficult to argue 
against success, particularly the success 
of your friends, but duty calls and I 
must obey. 

Wolgast has won his spurs-on strength 
and stamina alone. So far as he is con- 
cerned, this would tend to prove the 
ciaims that strength has it on skill. But 
Wolgast is an exception to the general 
rule. In him we have a miniature of 
the strong man of ancient history. With 
stamina and strength of a middle- 
weight, his reinarkuble ability to stand 
punishment that would slaughter the 
everage lightweight was made Sear in 
the engagement that won him the cham- 
pionshid from Bat Nelson. 

A Hard Row in Engiand. 


On the other hand, how would our 
lightweight champion fare in an engage- 
ment with a skilled opponent (in En- 
gland, for instance) where it is a case 
of living up to the rules or ‘getting the 
hook’’? Supposing Ad was not allowed 
to cut loose with that infighting of his, 
and was forced to break clean under 
penalty of disqualification. 

Section 2 of the Marquis of Queens- 
bury rules says plainly, “no wrestling 
or hugging allowed.’””’ Has Wolgast in 
his recent contests been compelled to 
cbserve this rule, let me ask? Decidedly 
not. If such were the case he would 
have been shorn of his most effective 
methods of administering punishment. 

Considering the handicap in the non- 
observance of the rules of the gamie, 
clever boxers are holding their own 
nicely. Occasionally a McFarland, a 
Gibbons or an Attell springs up whose 
great skill more than offsets the many 
advantages given their less skilled if 
siurdier rivals through laxity of ring 
officials. Incidentally, the successes of 
such men are body blows to the argu- 
ments that scientific fighting is in a 
state of decline. 

Roxers are born, rot made. All the 
teaching tn the world will not develop a 
pupil unless the natural gift or talent is 
there. Foxing as taught in schools and 
gymnasiums is rudimentary. T) become 
adept in the art of “hit. stop and get 
eway,” a boy needs individuality of 
sivle or system. The teachings mus. be 
adhered to only as fits his individuality 
and style. No one method of attack or 
deferse will prove successful at all 
times. A geuccessful boxer is one who 
can adapt and change his style as oc- 
casion requires. 

Skill Sure to Win. 

Given an even break, a clever boxer wil) 
more than hold his own against an oppo- 
nent who depends on strength and fighting 
in the clinches or on the breaks. The for- 
mer plans his battle like a seneral; the 
latter depends on head down, bull-like rushes 
and holding and hitting in the clinches: this 
latter stvie of milling is not permfssible oy 
the code and is a product of recent vears 
made possible through ignorance or timid- 
ity of feferees. Intelligence and Skill are 
bound to win out In pugilism when the 
game is conducted according to Hoyle.

Wolgast whipped Battling Nelson, who 
defeated Joe Gans, who had defeated 
Frank Erne, who had defeated Kid La- 
vigne, who had won the championship 
of America and cinched his right to the 
world’s championship by going to En- 
gland and knocking out the famous 
Dick Burge, greatest lightweight Known 
to Enland’s ring followers in many long 
years—perhaps in all the history of 
the game. 

There's no possible flaw-in Wolgast’s 
title. He is one of the direct descent 
from the old line of ‘kings of the light- 
weight class. When he stopped Battling 
Nelson in that gory ring at Port Rich- 
mond, Cal., he won his title on the spot, 
and there are only three ways in which 
he can lose it again. He can retire from 
the ring, or die, or be officially beaten 
in a battle where his opponent makes 
the weight. Wolgast’s enforced retire- 
ment for a few months, owing to an 
operation, doesn’t invalidate his right 
to be called champion, according to our 
American custom, ; 

Ad will come out and fight again as 
soon as he is able to, for he’s the busiest 
little champion we've had in some time, 
with the possible exception of Battling 
Nelson. Bat Nelson was a better cham- 
pion than Wolgast in one way. He 
was so willing to fight that he always 
guve his victims 2 second chance if 
they wanted it. He fought Britt, Cor- 
bett end Gans each two or three times, 
these being the toughest men on his 
list. Perhaps Wolgast will do the same 
after a while. Up to date he’s been 
kept busy by the new claimants, and 
to give him credit for his work, he 
surely has shown that he’s the best 
ir the world over the long route. 


CW Johnny Coulon—no one dis-

OF CHAUFFEURS 


Four Automobile Organizations 
Join in Plan to Eliminate Prac- 
tice of Paying and Receiv- 
ing Commissions. 


The demoralizing practice of pay- 
ing commissions to chauffeurs on 
purchases made for their bosses 1s 
to be abolished in St. Louis. That, 
at least, is the plan and intention of 
four local automobile organizations 
working together. 

The practice is one that has grown 
more and more general and the own- 
ers of automobiles were the first to 
rebel against it. The beginning of it 
is in the hunger of the dealer in 
tires, accessories or oils to beat a 
competitor to an order. 

The oil dealers, it is alleged, are 
the worst offenders. It is the regu- 
lar habit of many to pay the chauf- 
feur from 1 to 10 cents a gallon on 
all oil that he buys for his employ- 
er’s car. The tire man—some tire 
men—ere.__said to pay a commission 
of from $2 to $10 on every tire they 
sell. to a chauffeur for use on the 
car he drives. 

Commissions, it is claimed, are 
also paid by some of the dealers in 
accessories, so that the owner of a 
car finds himself paying his chauf- 
fenr for doing his buying, for it 1s 
the regular practice to add _ the 
amount of the commission to the 
purchase price. A 40-cent oil in that 
way would be billed to the owner at 
50 cents and 10 cents a gallon hand- 
ed to the chauffeur. 

Will Blacklist Bribers. 

The St. Louis Automobile :Manu- 
facturers’ and Dealers’ Association 
heard an address by Roy F. Britton 
at its banquet last Saturday night, in 
which, as president of the Automo- 
bile Club, he said the club was go- 
ing to warn all dealers against pay- 
ing commissions, and ff any dealer 
was afterward caught at it, his name 
would be sent to every one of the 
‘1000 members of the club with a full 
explanation. . 

Mr. Britton has safd that the 
chauffeur tip practice leads some 
drivers to deliberately damage tires, 
on which the seller would not pay 
a commission or to mandpulate lamps 
so they would not burn or to “short” 
batteries so as to force employers 10 
buy the kind on which a commission 
would be paid. 

Dealers to Take Action. 

Following the lead of the Automo- 
bile Club and the Automobile Man- 
ufacturers’ and Dealers’ Association, 
the Motor Accessories Association 
has called a meeting for next Tues- 
day night to consider the subject. It 
is stated that a drastic resolution 
condemning the practice of paying 
commissions’ will be presented 
which will include in it public expul- 
sion for any member found guilty of 
the praaqtice. 

The meeting will be held at the Mar- 
quette Hotel, following the annual 
_Christmas dinner of the _ association. 
Roy F. Britton of the Automobile Club, 
Frank R. Tate and D. D. Brownback of 
the Manufacturers and Dealers’ Asso- 
cition and a representative of the Auto 
Drivers’ Club will be present te ad- 
dress the meeting. 

Drivers’ Club to Assist. 

The Auto Drivers’ Club has also taken 
up the matter and at a meeting held 
last Tuesday night, the discussion of 
commissions or ‘“‘tips’’ was warmly dis- 
cussed, and the sentiment was strongly 
against it. The Drivers’ Club is made 
up of 362 of the better class and more 
proficient of the chauffeurs, and it is 
a part of the work of the club to raise 
the standard of the profession and to 
weed out joy riders, drunkards, scrub- 
bers and disreputable men. The club 
is not a union, and makes no attempt to 
regulate wages. 

John* J. Behen of the Behen Auto 
Equipment Co. was at the meeting by 
invitation and told the drivers what his 
personal experience had been with the 
evils of their accepting commissions, 
and strongly advised them against the 
practice and urged them to put them- 
selves on record as opposed to both the 
offering and accepting of such bribes. 

One of the leading dealers in acces- 
sories said to the Post-Dispatch: ‘The 
nasty practice of bribing chauffeurs 


| should be abolished, and the place to 


start is at the source—the briber. If 
the Automobile Club will carry out its 
threat to publish the name of a firm 
which pays commissions, it will imme- 
diately kill the practice. Believe me, I 
would not like to have the thousand 
members of the club informed that my 
firm was bribing chauffeurs. It would 
lose us thousands of dollars of bifsi- 
nesz."’

~ MISSOURI YIELDS 
$188,091, 451 IN 
91] CROP VALUES 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 16.—The an- 
nual report of T. C. Wilson, Secretary 
of the State Board of Agriculture, esti- 
mates the crop value in Missouri for 


this year at $188,091,451. The season of 
‘i did not have the best crop condi- 
tions, but the yield of corn almost 
reached 200,000,000 bushels. The yield fell 
below last year’s crop, but the higher 
price makes the valuation larger. 
Wheat Increased about 10;000,000 bush- 
els. Missouri is one of the few states 
with an increase in Wheat production 
this year. Meadows, owing to ex- 
tremely dry season, were poor. The 
yield of hay is short, with the estimate 
of hay and forage output being almost 
1,000,000 tons, compared with 4,886,111 
tons. A similar shortage is in timothy 
and clover seed. Tobacco fell below 
half of last year’s yield. Potatoes made 
the poorest showing; the estimate gives 
over 4,000,000 bushels short of the aver-

SENTENCE OF SCHUTZ 
* RAISES BRITISH IRE 


Subject of King George Convict- 
ed in German Court as 
Spy Severely Punished.

(New York World.) 
LONDON, Dec. 16.—Though the sever- 


ity of his punishment is evidently to be 
accounted for by his utilizing the Ger- 
man name of his parentage as a cloak 
for his operations, bitter resentment is 


expressed here over the sentence of 
seven years in the zuchthaus (house of 
correction) passed upon Max Schutz, a 
British subject, in Germany for espion- 








age. Being sent to the zuchthaus is the 
most degrading punishment in the Ger- 
man code. 

Under such a sentence a prisoner 
ceases to be a man and becomes a num- 
ber. He loses all the rights of an or- 
dinary human being, herds with the vil- 
est criminals and gets no recognition 
for good conduct. The punishment, in 
fact, is devised to drive into a prisoner's 
soul the knowledge that there is no hope 
for him. Night and day he is under 
Surveillance and often has to perform 
the most menial and revolting tasks. 


The German authorities seem  thor- 
oughly alarmed in their belief in a net- 
work of British spies around them dis- 
covering their military and naval se- 
crets, and they are determined to inflict 
deterrent punishment whenever they get 
the chance.

It Is Intended That Every Poor Child in St. Louis Shall 
Be Provided For—Only Six More Working Days 
Left—Little Girls Give All That They Have to Help 
Make Other Children Happy—Don’t You Want, to 





Snow and sleet and cold North winds 
have come to make the bitter lot of the 
very poor more bitter and the prospect 
more remote of them being able to pro- 
vide any Christmas cheer for theinselves 
or those that are dear to them. With 
wintry weather here and more to come, 
it will take ali of their scant resources 
to buy a little coal and a little food 

eep body and soul together. 

@ Christmas only a week away. 
Christmas! What does Christmas mean 
for the very poor? It means much. It 
means heartbreak added to cold and 
hunger when stockings are found empty 
on Christmas morning because there 
was no wherewithal! for filling them. It 
means the destruction of childhood’s 
beautiful confidence in the spirit of 
love for which Santa Claus stands. It 
means the day that should be the glad- 
dest of the year turned into the saddest 
ef the year for children who cannot 
understand that an empty Christmas ts 
merely an incident of the emptiness 
which is their every day portion. 

They get used to unsatisfied wants on 
other days and in‘a dull sort of way 
come to understand that somehow sat- 
isfied wants are not for the children 
of the poor, but Santa Claus {s not 
bound by the laws of poverty and his 
resources are unbounded and until bitter 
experience has taught them otherwise 
they believe that their Christmas wants 
| will be supplied. 

But for the Post-Dispatch Christmas 
Festival, 10,000 poor children in St. Louis 
would awake Christmas morning to dis- 
appointment and heart-break. They will 
not go to sleep the night before 
Christmas in the expectation of awaken- 
ing and finding that Santa Claus has 
come down through the chimney during 
the night and left them Christmas toys 
and good things to eat. Eleven years’ 
experience with the Santa Claus that 
looks after the needs of the poor chil- 
dren of St. Louis has taught them that 
his ways are different. 


Santa Claus’ New Way. 
They go to sleep the night before 


Christmas with the expectation of find- 
ing when they awake that Santa Claus 
has brought while they slept tickets for 
the great Christmas festival at the 
Coliseum, with coupons for taking them 
there on the street cars and bringing 
them back, and they know that at the 
Coliseum they will find warmth and 
cheer and music and a great Christmas 
tree ablaze with lights and dinner and 
candy and toys. 
Children Generous Givers. 

The unselfish desire of little chil- 
dren that other lHttle children shall 
have a merry Christmas, and their 
willingness to make _ sacrifices to 
that end, is one of the most touch- 
ing things that comes to the surface 
in connection with every Christmas 
festival. 

Fredericka Cooke of 4447 Marga- 
retta avenue has sent to the Post- 
Dispatch 63 cents in nickels and pen- 
nies, accompanied by a _ letter, in 
which she writes: “I am sending 53 
cents to help the poor little children 
have Santa Claus visit them. I am 
a little girl 9 years old. My mamma 
and papa are both dead. I live with 
my grandma, Why don’t little chil- 
dren who have papas and mammas 
put in more than I can for the poor 
people’s Christmas?” 

It ig necessary that provision be 
made for entertaining more children 
at the Christmas festival this Christ- 
mas than even before. This is sim- 
Ply because there are more poor 
families in St. Louis now than there 
were a year ago. Instances of ex- 
treme poverty have been told in the 
columns of the Post-Dispatch. They 
‘were merely typical of thousands of 
others that might be told of. The 
worst has not been tola. One who 
goes into the districts where poverty 
reigns finds conditions that are too 
terrible to be pictured or described. 

Last Christmas. 10,000 children 
were made merry at the Christmas 
festival] at the Coliseum and 10,000 
baskets were sent out to the homes 
of poor families. This year the plan 
is to have more children at the fes- 
tival and send out more of the bas- 
kets. To do these things it is neces- 
sary to collect a large amount of 
money. Last year the cost was about 
$10,000. This year the BPxecutive 
Committee is preparing for a greater 
expense. 

The mistake should not be made of 
looking upon the Post-Dispatch 
Christmas Festival as a charity. It 
is a joyous Christmas celebration, in 
whictl the fortunate are hosts to the 
unfortunate. The community owes 
it to its poor that Christmas shall be 
made merry for them. No one to 
whom adversity has come loses self- 
respect by accepting an invitation to 
the Post- Dispatch Christmas Festi- 
val, 

There remains only six working 
days before Christmas. The giving 
that is done must be done quickly. 
The success of the festival depends 
upon the contributions that the com- 
ing six days bring forth. Your own 
Christmas will be merrier if you give 
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something to make some poor child 
merry. 

R. S. Hawes, vice-president of the 
Third National Bank, chairman of the 
Finance and Audit Committee, has com- 
pleted his committee, which is to audit 
all accounts and as soon after Christ- 
mas as possible prepare and issue a 
statement showing in detail what uses 
have been made of the contributors’ 
money. In accepting place on the com- 
mittee the prominent men who had 
been asked to serve expressed the pleas- 
ure and satisfaction which it would give 
them to do so.

Bitter Legal Battles Are Expected 
in Both Chicago and St. 
¢ Louis. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—Two trials of ths 
packers will be in full swing in January 
The ten packers indicted in Chicago wi!! 
then be in the midst of the battle of 
the charges of conspiracy to restrain 
the fresh meat trade. 

On Jan. 11 in St. Louis the taking of 
testimony will begin in the proceedings 


jinstituted by the Attorney-General of 


Missouri against the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef and Provision Co. and the Ham- 
mond Packing Co. 

The St. Louis hearing is before Su- 
preme Court Commissioner Judge Daniel 
Dillon. The Attorney-General will pro- 
ceed on the theory that the St. Louls 
Dressed Beef and Provision Co. is the 
property of the National Packing Co. of 
Chicago. Subpenas have been sent out 
for the following Chicago packers as 
witnesses: 

Edward Tilden, president of the St. 
Louis and Chicago companies; Arthur 
Colby, treasurer of the St. Louis and 
supposed to be a stockholder in the 
National company; A. N. Benn, vice- 
president of the St. Louls company and 
director of the National company; H. S. 
Sanford, assistant treasurer of the St. 
Louis company, and Assistant Secretary 
Weber of the St. Louis company. 

All these men have offices in Chicago 
and are supposed to have interests in 
the management of both the companies. 

Although information originally was 
filed by the Attorney-General in the Su- 
preme Court against the Armour and 
Swift companies and Morris & Co., 
there will be no examination just now 
of witnesses outside the suits against 
the St. Louis and Chicago companies. 

In the selection of the jury, prelim- 
inary to the actual trial in Chicago, ‘t 
has been shown that the Government 
and the beef men are to engage in one 
of the hardest-fought court struggles 
on record. 

Even before the taking of testimony 
has begun the opposing counsel have 
contested most determinedly, though 
without bitterness cropping out on the 
surface. 

Ideas as to what kind of men will 
make proper jurors to decide whether 
the packers shall be freed, fined or sent 
te jail differ widely between the prose- 
cution and the defense. So divergent 
are the opposing views that the attor- 
neys have engaged in a “‘pitch and toss’”’ 
game in which prospective jurors, ac- 
cepted by one side, have been promptly 
rejected by the other. 

Though denying having objections to 
farmers and stock raisers sitting upon 
the jury, the packers’ attorneys have 
cut agriculturists as fast as the Gov- 
ernment put them on. The first de- 
sire of the packers seems to be to 
get ‘‘business men”’ on the jury. Serious 
difficulties have been encountered, as 
practically every business man called 
either had an “opinion’’ or was wise 
enough to develop one.

MAINE TOBENO

Government Refuses aie 
. for Part of the Blown-Up 
Battleship. 


WILL BE A MONUMENT 


Portion Is to Go to Davy Jones’ 
Locker, Rest to Be Erected 
on Cuban Land. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Deo. 16.—E0fforts to 


authorize the sale of the battleship 
Maine to private concerns, who desire 
to exhibit it in various ports of the 
United States and charge an admission 
fee, were defeated today in the House 
of Representatives. The urgent defi- > 
ciency bill, carrying an appropriation of 
$250,000 to complete the work of. raising 
the Maine, after a hard tight passed the 


" House without change. 


It was admitted tn the debate, that 
offers approaching $1,000,000 have been 
received from exhibition interests for 
the rear portion of the hull, which can 


‘be filled up with a bulkhead and towed 


from Havana to the United States. This 
sum would more than cover the $900,000, 
the cost of clearing the wreck out of 
Havana harbor. 

To Sink Rear Portion. 

Chairman Fitzgerald of the Appropria- 
tions Committee said the Government 
would tow the rear part of the hull into 
the ocean and sink it, with the naval 
honor that goes to a gallant battle- 
ship. 

“I believe it would be better for the 
people to get what we can for the ship,”’ 
said Representative Macon of Georgia, 
who opened the arguments for the sale 
of the hulk. 

“There are plenty of novelty seekers 
and Coney Islandites who would gladly 
take the carcass where it is and pay a 
good price for it, in order to get it over 
here and charge so much pef look at it, 
or sell pieces of it to curio hunters at 
so much per curio.’”’ 

Macon’s proposals to cut off the ap- 
propriation to complete the work on the 
wreck was followed. 

“In my opinion the American peo- 
ple would not tolerate making a pub- 
lic show of that old vessel,’’ Fitzger- 
ald said. “There are some things 
that are sacred to the people and 
among them are the remains of men 
and vessels lost in defense of the 
nation. I would deplore the Ameri- 
can Government attempting to make 
a profit out of this ship, merely to 
gratify the idle curiosity of any peo- 
ple in the United States.” 

Offers Up to 81,000,000. 

Representative Sisson of Missis- 
sippi attempted to obtain an amend- 
ment authorizing the War Depart- 
ment to invite bids from private 
concerns for-the rear portion of the 
hull to be used for exposition pur- 
poses. He said Gen. Bixby, in charge 
of the work at Havana, stated that 
several tentative offers had been re- 
ceived from the United States, some 
of'them approaching $1,000,000.

MANN AND SISSON 
CLASH IN HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A clash be- 
tween Representative Mann of Illinois, 
Republican leader of the House, and 
Representative Sisson, Democrat, of 
Mississippi, gave the House an exciting 
moment today. What many members 
characterized as a challenge was hurled 
by Representative Sisson at the Illinois 
member, who, he said, was protected 
by the rules of the House from what 
Sisson would like to do or say to him.

What. is considered more likely, in 
view of Judge Withrow’s words, is that 
he will grant a motion for the setting |@ + 
aside of the verdict and for a new trial. 
Mulvihill said he expected to make such 
a motion as supplementary to his first 
motion. 

Judge Withrow told the lawyers the 
matter must be argued within a few 
days, as he desired to get the matter 
off his hands before being transferred 
to the Four Courts. 

If a new trial is granted, and if the 
testimony which Judge Withrow deemed 
insufficient appears the same to the new 
Judge, the Court will have the oppor- 
tunity to try different tactics to avert 
a new deadlock. 

In his words to the recalcitrant 12, 
after reading their verdict Friday aft- 
ernoon, Judge Withrow seemed to in- 
vite a motion for a new trial. He said 
he was compelled to accept the verdict, 
but that it could be set aside on the 
application of either side for a new 
trial. Then, and in later interviews, he 
gave the impression that he intended to 
set the verdict aside and grant a new 
trial at the first opportunity. 

Priest Denies Profit. 

Attorney Mulvihill said yesterday that 
Father White had not profited materiai- 
ly by the transfer of Mrs. McDermott’s 
property to him. The house and 50-foot 
lot at 656350 Old Manchester road are 
valued at $1500 to $1800. Unpaid taxes, 
special taxes for gtreet imrovements 
and other obligations against the prop- 
erty accumulated to such an extent, 
Mulvihill said, that they covered nearly 
the amount the property was worth. 
Mrs. Farrington at one time, according 
to Mulvihill, refused to take the proper- 
ty when Father White offered it to 
her, on condition that she should meet 
the obligations against it.

The young applicant passed a suc- 
cessful physical examination and was 
accepted, being assigned to the Coast 
Artillery. 

His resemblance to Napoleon was remarked at the Louis- 
ville station, and before he was sent to the barracks at Colum- 
ous, O., he was photographed in a pose of Napoleon in one 
of the well-known portraits. In the photograph the resemblance 
to the Emperor was even more striking. The same solid figure, 
the square face, the dark, inscrutable eyes, the round head of 
the warrior with its characteristic lock falling upon the fore- 
head—al)] were there. He claims descent from the Bonaparte 
family, but not from. Napoleon. 

In the Columbus Barracks, whither Denu went with a 
hundred other recruits to be drilled and set up for bis life as 
a soldier, his resemblance to Napoleon was again remarked. 

Here a staff correspondent for the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
found him trying to master the goose step, and the rudiments 
of military tactics.

A. This celebrated painting represents 
the Emperor, after Waterloo, gazing 
with brooding eyes from the deck of the 
English ship upon the receding shores 
of France, which he was never again 
to see. The small picture is the figure 
of Napoleon from an etching of Or- 
chardson’s large composition. 


With reluctance, and only after much 
urgent persuasion, Denu consented to pose 
at the Baker Gallery in Columbus for pho- 
tographs like Napoleon in some of his 
best-known portraits. The accompanying 
pictures show how well he assumed the 
character of the Corsican, in spite of the 
meager accessories to be found in the shop 

of a Columbus costumer whose business it is to furnish char- 
acter clothes for masquerade balls. 

For instance, in costuming the reproduction of the celebrated 
portrait of Napoleon known ag the “Snuff Box,” painted in 
1837 by Delaroche, the only coat available was of the American 
colonial period, and the white trousers were a pair of woolen 
tights. The cavalry boots were fashioned out of a pair of 
rough leggins. The sword was tied on with string. 

In spite of the crudity of this improvised costume, Denu 
made an astonishing double for the Napoleon in the Delaroche 
portrait. 

In the copy of Napoleon’s pose from Orchardson’s celebrated 
picture on board the Bellerophon, Denu even more resembles 
the Emperor. Denu took this pose quickly and intelligently 
after looking at an engraving of the portrait. He seemed to 
fall naturally into the pose, and s80 
great was the resemblance to Napoleon 
in his brooding eyes and sad face that 
those in the photographer's room who 
saw him exclaimed with surprise. 

The coat he wears was his own army 
Overcoat, which is cut very nearly on 
the pattern of the celebrated redingote 
worn by Napoleon, only it is heavier 
and not go pliable. The chapeau was 
turned and twisted into a resemblance 
of Napoleon's well-known headgear out 
of an old colonia] cocked-hat. 

Deny personally is a quiet, well-man- 
nered young man, reticent and brood- 
ing of temperament.

HE farmers of Texas, aroused at lust by 
the Department of Agriculture, are 
beginning a state-wide campaign to 

exterminate English sparrows, which are now 
threatening the agricultural industries of the 
commonwealth, With trap and poison they 
hope to clear their State of these pests, 
which annually destroy untold wealth in 
farm, garden and.orchard. 

The example set by the farmers of Texas 
may have to be followed soon by those of 
other states, if they would not surrender 
their fields to these feathered bandits. The 
offspring of a few pairs of the birds, import- 
ed 60 years ago, have covered the entire 
country from coast to coast, and all methods 
directed toward their extermination so far 
have failed. 

America today is facing a situation similar 
to thet encountered by New Zealand and 
New South Wales, which were overrun with 
rabbits, against which nothing but miles and 
miles of wire net fence was of any avail.—

“Fifty sparrows were iet loose at the Narrows, 
according to instruction, and the rest. on arrival, 
were placed in the tower of Greenwood Cemetery 
chapel.

The Government's experts, by personal observa- 
tion and by correspondence with farmors in all 
parts of the country, discovered that the spar- 
row was not an insect eater, except in cases of 
extreme necessity, and that it was destroying

following the first importation, many other per- 
sons brought sparrows from England. 

Philadelphia in 1869 imported 1000 English spar- 
rows and cared for them in the parks until their 
increase was insured. From Eastern cities thou- 
sands of birds were. shipped to other points, so 
that in a very few years the entire country, from 
coast to coast, was infested. 

The English sparrow’s “police record” is a long 
one, and the charges against him are supported 
by an overwhelming array of evidence. In his 
favor there is only a small collection of facts, 
and these do no more for him than show that he 
is good when circumstances torce him to be. He 


is able to live and thrive on irsects when he 


wants to, but he never wants to as long as there 
is fruit, grain or tender vegetables. 

He is a constant attendant upon mankind, and 
has been ever since man began keeping a record 
of his conduct. Living almost wholly on vegetable 
foods, he naturally abides in cities where grain 
and fruits may be easily stolen, until the country 
develops. Then, with the building of railways 
and smaller towns, he progresses towards the 
newer regions. 

While living in the city he confines his depre- 
dations to swarming over surrounding fields and 
orchards. Where cities are built in districts in 
which grain is cultivated extensively, the spar- 
rows migrate to the fields in large companies ana 
shake down the ripening grain. The rapid de- 
velopment of our country, however, has made it 
possible for this bandit to live in luxury almost 
anywhere—and he does it. 

Wheat seems to be his favorite food, as the 
premature threshing of many acres testifies ever) 
year. He is almost equally fond of oats, corn, 
the millets, rice, berries, cherries, fruits buds and 
tender vines and vegetables. He does not care 
much for rye and barley, but generally wil] eat 


them in preference to Jnsects. 

In some sections of the country English spar- 
rows dig up new-sown wheat and oats to such an 
extent that replanting is necessary. They shell 
out these grains while the xernels are in the milk, 
and after they have ripened and hecome loose. 
When the grain is in shock or stack, they pick 
the outside clean as far down into the straw as 
they can go. 

“A flock of moderate size will destroy an acre 
of grain in a season,” is the comment of a Penn- 
sylvania observer, while a Missouri farmer, to 
illustrate the great numbers in which these birds 
attack grain fields, says: “On one shock of oats 
I shot 54 sparrows with one barrel of a shotgun 
and 34 with the other.” 

It is the same way with corn. The sparrows 
begin their work of devastation just as soon as 
the grains are filled. They strip the husks away 


and eat the grain from about a third of each ear. | 


Then rain falls into the open husk and moid or 
rot completes the destruction. 

The sparrows are very fond of huckwheat, and 
it is a hard matter to preserve a field of this 
grain if they find it. They join Ye blackbirds 
and rice birds in destroying rice crops, and in the 
spring and early summer, when other food is 
scarce, they voraciously nip the buds from fruit- 
bearing trees and vines. 

Later.on, if unmolested, they will destroy. acres 
of berries and other small fruit. There is, in fact, 
no vegetable food, from the smallest to the coars- 
est, that they will not damage to some extent. 

Sparrows are pugnacious, fearless and easily 
adaptable to locality. The; are continually war- 
ring on the smal] insect-eating birds, such as 
wrens, bluebirds and swallows, whcse nests they 
destroy. The house sparrow also fights and kills 
other varieties of sparrows, which are compara- 
tively harmless.

VIATION has exacted a fearful toll 
A on human life. When this was 
written the number of persons 

killed in aeroplane accidents reached more 
than 110. During the one month of Sep- 
tember, 1911, 16. fatalities occurred, as 
against five deaths in the two years of 1908 
and 1909. Up to the death of Bugene Ely 
in Octover, 73 fatalities had occurred in 
1911. Some of. these tragedies have been 
due to the explosion of motors or the col- 
lapse of framework.

The aviator, by a struggle of the will which he 
describes as cruel and sharp, aroused himself 
from the enervating stupor. Like a man only 
half awake, who strangely mixes his dreams with 
conscious sensations, he automatically tilted his 
rudder downwards and stopped his engine. The 
machine glided gently towards the earth. 

At 100 feet from the ground, Rodgers could re- 
sist no longer and sank into insensibility. His 
hands dropped from the levers and his foot slid 
from the tiller bar.. The aeroplane, left without 
a master, crashed head-on to the ground. 

As if by miracle, Rodgers escaped with slieht 
injuries and was able to warn his comraie avia- 
tors that a new peril lurks for them in the air, 
and that treacherous gusts of wind, uncertain 
motors and the flimsiness of planes are not all 
they have to dread. 

The “mal des aviateurs,” which Rodgers de 
scribes as coming upon him as soothingly as” 
ether dulis the pain of a patient on the operating 


table, is diagnosed by Waldemar Kaempffert in a 
recent arcicle in the Saturday Evening Post, as 
follews: 

“As the aviator ascends the temperature falls 
about one degree Fahrenheit for every 183 feet. 
At a height of about 10,000 feet, which is the 
cabalistic figure that fascinates high flyers at 
American meets, the temperature is that of a cold 
winter day, even though on the grounds thou- 
Sands may be mopping the perspiration from their 
brows. When he has climbed to a height of more 
than a mile the aviator notices that his heart is 
beginning to beat faster: that there is a buzzing 
in his ears: that his head aches: that there is an 
indescribable feeling of discomfo t, utterly dif- 
ferent from the nausea experienced by mountain 
climbers. 

“This malaise, as Morane tells us from actua\ 
experience, may be partly attributed to a feeling 
of overwhelming solitude, an unutterable anguish 
of mind. If the sun is shining over a bank of 
clouds, the light is reflected as in @ mirror. De- 
spite the resultant blinding glare, which seriously 


interferes with the proper guiding of the machine, 
the aviator forces his way up and up in a winding 
path. 

“At 7000 feet he is numb with cold. His vol- 
untary movements are mere lethargic jerks, such 
is the effect of the thin air and the low tempera- 
ture; yet not for a single instant may he relax 
his grasp of the control levers or take his foot 
from. the tiller bar. 

He may have hallucinations, lige Morane, who 
on one occasion had a vision of the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame before him, although he knew that 
Paris was hundreds of miles away. He may be 
haunted, as Renaux confessed he was, by the fate 
of Chavez, who soared high over the Alps in 
Italy, only to meet a terrible death. 

“Much beyond 11,000 feet he cannot go. (The 
altitude record at this writing is 14,000 feet.) At 
that height 4 motor refuses to work because of 
poor compressron. It had taken him an hour to 
reach the giddy altitude. He tilts his horizontal 
rudder down. In seven sickening minutes he has 
glided to earth, 


““That long, swift, hawklike 
graceful and facile it may seem from the grand- 
ete maces a co™ ard of even the bravest man.

) AVE for a moat and draw- 
bridge, the new gate of 
the Leavenworth Peni- 
tentiary embodies as 
many precautions against 
an assault or a surprise 
as the castle ‘of some 
medieval baron, con- 
stantly in danger of an 
attack from warlike 
neighbors, besides being 
reinforced by the mod- 
ern agency of gunpow- 
der. There-is an 

approach of a quarter of a mile during every 
step of which one nearing is under surveillance 
of a guard armed with a rifle, if not actually 
“covered.” | 

Above the gate is a sentry box filled with an ar- 
senal of guns and ammunition. Behind the gate 
is a portcullis, which can be dropped in an instant. 

It is declared that no prison in the country has 
so elaborate a device of protection against attack, 
whether from within or without. How, it ‘is 
asked, does this comport with the fact that the 
Leavenworth Penitentiary has been vaunted as 
a “model” institution, proud of its convicts with- 
out stripes, its library, its cells with running 
water, its mirrors imbedded in the walls? 

The ‘boast has been made that certain convicts 
have “expressed regret at leaving’ when their 
terms expired, so comfortable the quarters and 
so plentiful the fare. 

This fortification, which might have done 
honor to an old castle on the Rhine, was 
designed by William Carroll, assistant super- 
intendent of construction at the prison, for the 
double purpose, ‘he Says, of preventing attack from

of the gate, which two armed men could hold in 
@ sort of prison Thermopylae, was intended to 
make a sudden rush of convicts upon the turnkey 
impracticable. 

This “straight And narrow way’ ‘is the sole en- 
trance to the prison enclosure of 23 acres, Save 
for a large double gate in the east wall, which is 
uaed exclusively for railroad and teaming pur- 
poses. This aperture is never employed for the 
entrance or exit of visitors .or convicts, all ot 
whom must pass through the armored gate with 
its watchful] sentinels. The wagon gate, too, is 
to have its fortification when completed. Guard 
towers, connected by an overhead bridge, are to 
be erected on either side of it. 

Above the main entrance gate are two rooms, 
one 10 by 12 feet and t&e other 10 by 15 feet. The 
walls are steel. In them a guard is on duty day 
and night. With him is the prison’s store of 
arms and ammunition not in actual use. 

To gain admission to his conning tower, the 
cuard climbs a ladder and enters through a steel 
trap door in the floor of his fortress. He draws the 
ladder up after him and padlocks the trap door 
down from the upper side. He is secure and un- 
reachable in a shell of steel. 

From this station he commands a view of any 
approaching person long before he reaches the 
gates. A telephone enables him to communicate 
with the captain of the guards and others officers 
of the penitentiary. 

At the great prison of Dannemora, in New York 
State, the corridors, windows and cells are hung 
with flowers and growing plants. Asked the reda- 
sen for this, the Warden aie it was “to take the 
curse off the. place.” 

The entrance gate of the Dannemora Prison is 
not only not intended to scare the public and ter- 
rorize the ignorant; it;is, in fact, made a pleasant 
gathering place. Not only may the public walk 
in’ and out of this prison without question 
whenever they like, but the “trusties” can do the 


same. You meet them walking about the streets. 













































































For the good-behavior prisoners Dannemora is 
merely a place where they sleep and get their 
meals, The trains, which are the only way of get- 
ting out of town, are watched. 

The Leavenworth prison, which ‘was several 
years in building, cost the Government but $647,- 
600, but is valued at almost $3,000,000. The sav- 
ing was made by using convict labor and by 
digging the rock of which it was constructed 
from a quarry on the site of the prison. 


country and the most modern. Its nickname is 


that of “the model prison.” 

The contractors opened a rock quarry and 
another iq a limestone bed, built kilns there and 
burned 40-barrels of lime a day. A brick plant, 
equipped with modern machinery, made 156,000,- 
000 bricks from shale dug from the earth nearby. 
A concrete plant, turning out 200 blocks a day, 
furnished material for the outside walls.

Each cell has its enameled metal washstand 
with running water, and a mirror cemented in 
the wall. Each cel] has its ventilation pipe 
through which fresh air is forced. 

The prison dining room will seat 2000 men 
at one time, and is said to resemble a banquet 
hall rather than a convicts’ dining room. Eight 
acres of land, set aside as a playground for 
the prisoners, have a baseball fleld, a running 
track and provisions for other outdoor sports. . 
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It is called the largest Federal prison in the 
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NEW YORK, Dec. 16.

Many slight pains arise from simple indiscre- 
tions or wrong ways of living, and if a woman 
learns to recognize these she can be her own 
doctor in simple ailments. There is nO “eason 
why any woman of intelligence should not learn 
to diagnose her own slight illnesses and those 
of her household. A little thought an¢@ study 
will save much money and suffering. 

Do you get out of breath when you walk up a 
flight of stairs, or do you tire too.easily? Well, 
there’s probably something a little out of the 
way with your heart. Now, women used to think 
heart trouble a very serious affair, and so it is 
when the trouble is organic, but fortunately that 
is rather rare. The troubie is that there is a 
slight defect in the way your heart works, and 
that can be greatly changed and helped by the 
right medicine. 

Now here's what probably gave you that little 
irregularity—and you never thought of the trou- 
ble you were laying up for yourself when you 
did it. Do you remember the times you ran up- 
Stairs? Do you notice the little spurts of speed 
you make for every train? All this class of trou- 
ble comes from sudden over-exertion. 

Think of it—you don’t need to hurry so. A 
woman should be graceful, serene, well poised— 
you aren't charming when you'e fastered and

there little pouches under your eyes? Does @ 
glass of liquid give you a pain through your 
back? Well, that’s your kidneys telling you to 
be careful, that they need looking aftér. ‘These 
are warnings that no woman should disregard. 
Taken at the beginning, the prognosis is hope- 
ful; later on it grows less so steadily. 

There's rheumatism—you have a twinge or so 
on a bad day,.then: the weather changes for 
clear, the pain passes away, and, like the man 
who neglects to mend his roof during dry 
weather, you conclude that the necessity of do- 
ing anything about it has passed away. 

Now rheumatism is a wery stubborn affliction 
once it has camped down in all your joints and 
bones, and has stealthily intrenched itself by 
several years’ hold.

Some- 
times she has strained her eyes by reading. or 
sewing in a bad light the night before, or, her 
eyes need the attention of an oculist. Very #ften 
it is indigestion, very often nerves, sometimes 
biliousness. But we shal] take up this subject 
later and devote a whole article to it. The rules 
of health are simple—God intended them to be 
that way. 

These are just a few things to be touched 
upon as a beginning, and if women will follow 
them our task of makins them healthful and 
beautiful will be so easy, and if these rules are 
broken it is doubtful if any results can be ob- 
tained.

You may get it all straightened 
out and repaired, but the question is whether it 
will ever be as good a machine again. 

Don't get jaded or overtired. There is no ¥ y 
envelope big enough to recompense you for that. 
You are bartering your youth, you are getting 
in the habit of being an old woman at night. Sys- 
tematize your work, put it into a routine. sacri- 
fice a little salary for a position less trying, if 
necessary.

If the linen center has become too dry, use & 
dampened cloth to run the iron over. This 
method will leave the linen sufficiently damp 
for pressing, and it will hold its natural stiff- 
ness. 


If one should aceidentally scorch the linen & 
little there is no necessity for being discouraged. 
It can be easily remedied by soaking the part 
in cold water and exposing to the sun, moisten- 
ing again as it dries until the spot disappears.
